The fiery boss of the AFL Fed- 
eration of Musicians said his 225,- 
000 members were “dtstroying 
themselves” by making records 
and. transcriptions and added, 
‘there will never be any more 
phonograph records or transcrip- 
tions made by members of the 
Musicians’ Union.” 

The ban, which Petrillo said was 
voted unanimously by the Union’s 
Executive Board in a closed ses- 
sion, brought a quick reaction 
from trade sources in the industry. 


“The Big Three — Columbia, 
RCA-Victor and Decca—have been 
making records so rapidly in 
recent months, both here and 
abroad, that they can continue to 
issue records for at least two 
years,” said one man in New York 
long associated with the industry. 

Another spokesman pointed out 
that the major producers have had 
access to music for Hollywood 
musical productions which will not 
be released until next year, and 
that master recordings of the 
music already have been made for 
future record sales. 

Andrew Wiswell, Vice President 
in charge of records for Muzak 
Corporation in New York, said 
the firm had a backlog of “new 
transcribed music to last for at 
least one year’ and a library of 
5.000 selections which might be 
drawn upon for “an _ indefinite 
period.” 

However, Petrillo said the ban 
also would end “canned” shows 
being 1 turned out by the networks 
‘and this posed a different prob- 
lem.” These so called “canned” 
‘programs are produced expressly 
i'for radio broadcast and are not 
for sale to the public.

IN ON A-BOMB 
Red Spy Ring 
Ready To 
Crack Open 


By EDWARD NELLOR 

WASHINTON — (NANNA)-—A 
Communist-controlled spy ring, 
which wove its disloyal tentacles 
into at least six governmental 
acencies and paid or persuaded at 
least 50 Americans to serve as 
espionage agents, will be cracked 
wide open soon, according to re- 
liable informants here. 

Aids formerly in the State, Com- 
merce and Treasury Departments, 
Office of Strategic Services and 
individuals associated with the de 
velopment of atomic bombs are 
involved in a ring which has been | 
described by a top-ranking Gov- 
ernmental Security Officer as hav- 
ing “gigantic proportions.” The 
FRI for more than four years has 
been compiling evidence, which 
has been presented to the Special 
Grand Jury sitting in New York 
since last June. 

T. Vincent Quinn, Assistant At- 
torney General, and Thomas J. 
Donegan, a Special Department of 
Justice Assistant, in the New 
York office of the FBI, have han- 
died the vital case before the 
Grand Jury, and it is understood 
that the Grand Jury is ready with 
indictments against some individu- 
ais involved. 

Actually, the first Red cell con- 
nected with the present ring start- 
ed operations in 1934 in a Govern- 
mental Agency. Funds were sup- 
plied from Moscow for the cell, 
which had its headquarters in a 
violin studio in Washington. 

From this beginning, well- 
eoached Communists spread into 
other Federal .agencies, starting 
new cells which continued, in 
turn, to supply secret information 
to Russia. This information in- 
cluded, in addition to the wartime 
secrets of the atomic bomb, prox- 
imity-fuse data, production fig- 
ures en minerals, aircraft, guided 
missiles, and mobilization. 

Several Governmental Agencies 
have been under close surveil: | 
lance by the FBI and other se- 
curity organizations during the 
past vear. Data gathered from 
these intensive investigations led 
one security officer to state that 
the Reds under observation were 
clever, resourceful and as well- 
disciplined as any the Government 
has encountered. 

Links in the chain of espionage 
were spotted first when it was 
found that a small Maryland town 
near Washington was being used 
as a “drop” for Communist infor- 
mation. Later, when the Canadian 
spy-ring case broke, the full story 
was unfolded.

The FBI 
watched and waited to act, how- 
ever, until it had a clear picture 
of the extent of the ring, and the |

Go Republican 


Disputing factions of Georgia's 
Democratic Party were warned 
Saturday that Georgia could be 
carried by the Republican Party 
in 1948 for the first time in his- 
tory unless they cease their bick- 
ering. 

The warning was sounded by a 
qualified Democratic State official, 
Sec. of State Ben Fortson, Jr.,! 
whose duties include certification | 
of party nominees for the Gen- 
eral Election ballot. 

Fortson earlier this week called | 
on both factions to settle their) 
differences by compromise and’ 
avoid possibility of rival Demo-| 
cratic primaries in 1948. Leaders’ 
of both groups promptly rejected 
the suggestion, each insisting 
theirs was the lega! party. | 

“Each faction says it will con- 
duct its own primary,” said Fort- 
son. “I know of nothing to pre- 
vent rank-and-file Democrats fiom 
voting in one or the other, or 
even in both. Let us say that 
400.000 votes are cast in one pri- 
mary and 300,000 votes in the 
other. 

“Under Georgia law, I would be 
compelled to decide which of the 
rival nominees for Governor, for | 
United States Senator, for state- 
house offices and so forth were 
@ntitied to the Democratic Party 
labe!. 

“One side or the other must 
lose, under those. circumstances, 
and if their adherents were to vote, 
against the party label in the Gen. 
eral Election, Georgia's 150,000 Re-| 
publicans might throw the State 
into the Republican column for | 
the first time in history.” | 

One faction of Georgia Demo- 
Grats is headed by Acting Gov. 
Thompson, who became chief ex- 
@cutive when the Georgia Su- 
preme Court voided the Legisla- 
ture’s attempt to elect Herman 
Talmadge to his father’s term. 

The Thompson faction has been 
recognized by the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. 

The opposing group is composed 
of adherents to the late Fugene 
Talmadge. who now are backing 

an Talmadge for Governor.

The Rev. Robert C. Fletcher, a totally deaf Episcopal priest with 
sight in only one eye, ministers to thousands of deaf and blind per- 
sons in the South—but he told the Episcopal synod which closed

The big, personable priest—to 
whom such adjectives as “remark- 
eble” and “wonderful” are recur- 
rentiy applied—said that a solid 
foundation already has been laid 
for the Church’s work among the 
handicapped. 

As Missionary to the Deaf for 
the Province of Sewanee, the Rev. 
Mr. Fletcher preaches by sign 
language to the deaf in eight 
Southeastern States. He visits 
them as often as possible but he 
edmitted he hapdily could use 
“about 15 assistants.” 

AMONG HIS LISTENERS 

Baptists, Catholics, Presbyteri- 
ens, Methodists and representa- 
tives of sundry other denomina- 
tions mingle with Episcopalians at 
his silent services. All are equally 
intent, as his rapidly-moving 
hands and fingers tell .again the 
story of God’s goodness and love. 
He explained succinctly: 

“We worship one God and one 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 

The Rev. Mr. Fletcher was “just 
an ordinary little five-year-old 


with a pair of scissors. 

He was sent at an early age to 
a school for the deaf, where he) 
noticed that “the little deaf chil-| 
dren didn’t have anyone to teach) 
them about God.” And he con-| 
tinued to notice the lack until he 
was graduated from the Univer- | 
sity of Pennsylvania. Then he, 
decided to enter a_ theological | 
seminary so that he could spread | 
the teachings of Christianity 
among those afflicted as himself. 


PREACHING SINCE 1929 

The Rev. Mr. Fletcher has been 
holding services in the South: 
since 1929. He not only preaches 
in sign. language, but he leads the| 
singing of favorite old hymns. 
“Certainly, deaf people can sing 
with their hands,” he asserted, 
adding that “Nearer My God To 
Thee” was especially easy to sing! 
with the hands and thus a favor-| 
ite with the deaf. |

BONDSMAN REMINISCES ABOUT A STOLEN CAR 


Remember the Duke? He Was No Yokel, He Read Law Books 


DEAR BOSS: Most citizens who know the ways of 
the underworld have no use at all for the nefarious 
schemes of confidence men. 

The reason for this is best expressed by the un- 
happy predicament of a certain Decatur Street gentie- 
man who is hopelessly entangled in @ con man’s 
scheme. This gentleman is a professional bondsman. 
His business is philanthropic as well as profitable, 
since he helps unfortunate men and women gét out of

“I've seen a lot on Decatur Street,” this gentleman 


sevs, settling himself in a split-bottom chair by the 
station house driveway. “These racket mén’s word— 
when they give it—is as good as the gold at Lexington. 
The gamblers keep their word, too, 

“But these &'"%'!& con men. They akin you. They 
strip you. And they leave you facing a hitch in the 
chain gang when you finally wake up and demand 
your rights.” 

“TELL 'EM "BOUT ME!” 

The bondsman's monotone is interrupted as the 
shiny, new patrol wagon whizzes up the driveway 
with a load of prisoners. Leaping to his feet, the bonds- 
man we wildly to the driver and yells: ‘Tell ‘em 
‘bout me.” The cop waves back and smiles indul- 
gently. | 

Settling back into his chair, the bondsman goes on 
with his story: 

“Remember ‘the Duke,’ don’t you?” he demands. 
“He's the bright young feller that pops in here six 
months ago lookin’ for a job. The man is tickled with 
his appearance. And he hires him and tells me to make 
a bondsman out of him.” 

Training a bondsman is a ticklish business which 
requires considerable time, the gentleman says, The 
recruit must spend many long weeks watching the 
old-timers figure out whether a prospect is a good 
gamble to come back to court and face charges against 
him. . 

“IF THEY DON’T——”" 

“We take a gamble, you know,” he continues. “If 
they come back, we're in a fee. If they don't—skeek!” 
he draws a finger across his throat to indicate how 
the bondsman must pay the city or county the full 
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value of the bond, plus’a collection cost. 


“On top of this,” he says, “it ain't everybody that. 


can get ‘in’ on how things are done on’ Decatur Street. 

“But I take this yokel and I do the best Itan with 
him, showin’ him this and that. He seems to learn fast. 
Now and then I] see him pokin’ around in a law book 
and I should have caught his pitch then. That's the 
way con men start, you know. They figure out all the 
legal approaches to their rackets. , 

“A couple of times, when he’s drinking, I hear him 
talkin’ "bout being a big time racket man. But I think 
it's the whiskey and kid talkin’, It never crosses my 
mind that he’s laying for me.” 

ENTER THE DUKE 

Things rock on for a short time, the gentleman re- 
lates. And then one night “the Duke” saunters in and 
asks to borrow his car long enough to run uptown for 
a newspaper. Fhe gentleman passes over the auto keys, 
thinking nothing of the incident. 

“He ain't back by quittin’ time and I begin to 


worry some,” he says. “I check the jail and the Tower, 
But he ain't there. I drop by his room and find it has 
been cleaned out. Then I call the police and hang out 
the hooks myself for good measure. 

“Two weeks later I locate my car in a used car lot 
in Florida, where ‘the Duke’ has sold it. I hop a bus 
down to bring it back and there is where all my trou- 
ble started.” 

Before taking the car, the gentleman says, “the 
Duke” dropped by the State Capitol and purchased a 
license plate for it in his own name. He did this sim- 
ply by giving the correct motor number, his correct 
name and planking down the $3.50 fee. 

WHEN SALE WAS MADE 

When he sold the car in Florida, he simply éxhib- 
ited the registration certificate as proof of ownership. 

“I tell this Florida bozo I’m after my car,” the gen- 
tleman says.

“Tell ’em ‘bout me,” he shouts. “I may not be here 
tomorrow.”

Seeing the splendid progress which has 
been made in our university system since 
it was divorced from politics and the Re- 
gents accorded: complete autonomy, we 
have naturally come to consider a consti- 
tutional highway board the solution to 
the evils which seem inherent in our cur- 
rent road-building system. | 

Thus when Mr. Knox Gholston, of 
Comer, a member of the Highway Board 
during the Arnall administration, incited 
a campaign for a constitutional commis- 
sion. we went along. After all, conditions

B. E. Thrasher, Jr., one of too-few career 
men in the State Government and an 
authority on its fiscal affairs. Mr. Thrash- 
er, a man possessed of unequaled insight 
into the operations of Georgia's govern- 
ment, has written us a lengthy letter 

which we reprint on the opposite page.

There Is No 
Fire on the Earth 


A nation must be more than an organization 
of laws and regulations. 
It must also be a hearth, giving off warmth. 

For many this hearth of ours seems to be hardly warm to the 
palm of the hand. 

For some, éverywhere, it seems, and is, in fact, cold. 

It seems hardly warm, of course, to those victims of great 
social injustices in the fields constantly subjected to discussion, 
and the probings of the social researcher. 

It gives off little warmth to the poor who are caught between 
the millstones of making ends meet in times of inflation; it is cold 
to those wretched ones who are swept into the real slums where 
vice and drunkenness and degredation are constant factors of life; 
where ignorance and brutality walk hourly, night and day; where 
the prostitutes of 13 and 14 years of age are thrust out, early 
schooled in ugliness and harshness. 

There is no fire on this hearth for those who are dying of 
incurable disease and for whom there is not a place in which to 
die in what scant comfort of dignity there is for those so stricken 


and in pain. 
Tuberculars Many lacks plague us, as a social-minded people, 
civilized, and committed to Christian principles. 

Now it is the care of our tuberculars. 

There are an estimated 500 in Fulton County who are in the 
so-called last stages. They will die, soon or late, of the disease 
that has progressed so far that the newest of drugs will not work 
the slightest of their magic on them. 


It is a fact that many are forced to live in rooms with others, 
children included, and that their racking coughing; their moaning 
and their moments of delirium are such as to cause persons to 
come to hate the wasted forms, the deep-sunken, feverish eyes; 
the hectic cheeks, the cold sweat of the last river already pouring 
from them in their moments of racking torture. Night and day, 
waiting and suffering and people saying, “In God's name why 
can't he die?” 

Or, maybe it is a girl or a woman, stricken, piteous and dying, 
slowly, by degrees, until the swift going of the final minutes. 


There is a hospital at Rome which is not financed 
well enough to care for all that seek to enter. 

But it is not for this 500—the elite of the tubercular society 
of death. 

The State, and properly, I think; rules that the hospital must 
be for those who have a chance to be made well, who can be 


_ returned to society and to economic productivity. 


The Hospital Authority, with its finances governed by law, 
has ruled, and properly I think, that it is a hospital and that to a 
hospital must come only those who can be made well by treatment 
or surgery. A hospital is not a rest-home, nor a refuge for incurables. 

There are stories to be told, from out of the abyss of man’s 
inhumanity to man, of persons who seek to thrust into the hos- 
pital old, senile persons who cannot care for themselves but who 
have a year or so of life left. They are not for hospitals, and there 
are many of them who have been so thrust out. 


Horror But for these tuberculars—some caught in their youth, 

some stricken in the very middle prime of life; others 
felled at the threshold of old age—fot these 500 who wait, and hope 
for death, there is no place at all. 


Many of them sleep in outbuildings; in basements amid piles of | 


junk, Others are kept by a family torn with pity, fear and hate 
in a crowded room. A few are put into rented rooms in slum 
houses where the chance for a few dollars’ rental will cause them 
to take in even those dying ones. 

Who is responsible? 

The county? The State? 

Is there some way to work out a plan of building State hos- 
pitals in strategic areas for thesé dying ... and the others who 
will follow them ... perhaps because of them? 

Plans miist b@ made. 

But these people are dying now. Winter is at hand. Any day 
now the mildness of October will be exchanged for the cold of 
Winter. 

They are hidden in holes, so to speak. They do not need a 
hospital. They need care while they die. 

The problem for these 500 is now. 

For the next 500 there is time. 

For these there is not time. And the hearth of the community

Questions Constitutional Board 


Editor Constitution. For the benefit of the 
people of Georgia as a whole, and for the pur- 
pose of establishing the form of government that 
will be of most benefit to the people, I would 
like to create in your mind a conflict as to 
whether or not a Constitutional Highway Board 
is a solution and cure-all for the troubles that 
arise in connection with highway work. 


Tt seems to me that the whole basis of our 
way of life is a constant struggle for indl- 
viduals to gain positions and power, and it 
is human nature for individuals to exploit 
that power if it is attained. Therefore, how 
will placing an individual on a Highway 
Board under the protection of The Constitu- 
tion change human nature to such an extent 
that he will not exploit that power?

ery morning before a session of Legislature in 
order to protect the interests of their Counties, 
you will find considerable news stories and 
editorial comments where the people of Geor- 
gia were raising a hue and cry for a responsible 
State Government, which stated that the various 
boards and bureaus were not subject to the will 
of the people, and you will find where finally a 
reorganization act was passed by Gov. Dick 
Russell to meet these demands of the people. 

Don’t you think that we should be in some 
measure governed by past experiences, and if the 
Highway Board was a statutory board at that 
time, what would happen if a board was cre- 
ated under protection of the Constitution? 

I readily admit that something should be 
done to permanently cure the situation in con- 
nection with the road building in our State, but 
it is hoped that we can create sufficient contro- 
versy over the situation so that we can obtain 
@ permanent cure rather than making matters 
worse by creating another political dynasty 
which cannot be reached by the people. 
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You cannot change human nature, and I 
have never known it to fail in the case of 
any board, but what some one member of the 
beard dominated the entire board and caused 
it to exercises his individual wishes and 
whims. 


Shall we again have the repetition of the 


situation that existed in 1927, 1929 and 1931 
where the Highway Board was exerting suffi- 
cient power to control] the entire State? 


Does the creation of a Constitutional Highway 


Board automatically change human nature suf- | 


ficiently to guarantee that this group themselves 
won't sponsor candidates for office and exert the 
influence of highway contracts to their benefit? 


You cannot change human nature and 
the creation of a Constitutional Board would 
aggravate the possibility that a person would 
exert more power, become more arrogant, 
and use the influence of road building for 
personal gain. You can’t force religion on 
a person by making him a preacher. He is 
supposed to have the religion in order to be 
a preacher. 


If you really want to do something for Geor- 
gia, let’s not cover up the shortcomings of the 
humen being by attempting to give him protec- 
tion where he cannot be reached. Let’s force 
the human being to perform the services re- 
quired for the people he serves, : 

Considerable study has been given this situa- 
tion, and I for one have been unable to find 
any cure-all. However, it is my thought and I 
know that it is working in some States to the 
benefit of the people and that it could be worked 
in Georgia. 


Why not by law establish the system of 
main roads that would serve all the people of 
Georgia as to the flow of cross-state traffic, 
and require that a certain percentage of the 
money available be expended on these roads, 
To force this, a law should be passed pro- 
viding that if it is violated and the money 
spent for any other purpose, that the Di- 
rector of the Highway Department, or even 
the Governor, shall be removed from office. 


As to the other roads in the Counties a pro- 
cedure’ that would be.-successful in operation 
would be to establish as the number one road, 
the one that will serve the most people, the 
number two road, the one that would serve the 
next most people, and so on down the line with 
a provision of law that all number one roads 


shall be improved first in every County of the“ 


State before the fund may be used for any other 
purpose, then likewise provide that number two 
roads shall be completed next and so on down 
the line, with an\ added provision of law that if 
any official expends money for any other pur- 
pose, or for any other roads, that he ‘shall -be 
removed from office. 


+ The unanswerable question to me is why 
we should have laws to cover up the sup- 
posedly shortcomings of public officials who 
are merely performing officially on the basis 
of campaign promises, which apparently con- 
trols the public in an election. If the public 
would demand that State road work be done 
on an equitable basis, rather than one group, 
representing a section of the State, trying 
to maneuver things to its advantage, as 
against other sections of the State, then the 
public officials would without question estab- 
lish an equitable plan of distribution. How- 
ever, this is against human nature, which can- 
not be changed. 


It is hoped for the sake of the State that 
this letter will. strike some spark of conflict in 
your mind with reference to the establishment 
of a Constitutional Highway Board, so that we 
can realize a change in the administrative laws 
pertaining to highways that would be a perma- 
nent cure rather than set up a system with a 
legal license to manipulate road construction. I 
“would like to assure you that this letter is not 
intended for the purpose of getting into a contro- 
versy with the editorial policy of your good 
paper.

Some of my colleagues on the sport side have 
been arguing that it isn't right to punish a man 
by some special law of baseball or pugilism for 
an act which is not illicit in the view of the cops. 
Or to punish him for some offense already expi- 
ated in the public clink. That would be double 
jeopardy, wouldn't it? Yup, it would, and it is 
supposed to be repugnant to our delicate sense 
of justice, but that is just what we say. It really 
is not repugnant at all. 


The miscreants or martyrs here concerned 
are Lee Durocher and Rocky Graziano. Both 
are good but both were bad. 


Happy Chandler, the GCommisioner of the 

ll Industry, gave no reason why he sus- 

pended Durocher for the season of 1947. In my 
opinion, which is nev- 
er humble or errone- 
ous, although it often 
stands alone, this was 
a whimsical, personal 
judgment of a man 
who had been touched 
off balance by a con- 
fusion of events. An 
equal effect might 
have been wrought by 
a briefer suspension 
or just some loud, 
public wigging. How- 
ever, no injustice was 
because Du-

@ sailor in the old days. He knew that a man 
who gave scandal could be whispered out of base- 
ball totally.

&@ man from a cruel and wanton sentence, 

Graziano is a guttersnipe: But anyone who 
tries to argue that his environment was respon- 
sible for his police record and his misconduct 
in the Army must explain away Al Smith and the 
late Cardinal Hayes, who came from the same 
neighborhood, and explain the overprivileged 
sons of the Park Avenue branch of the Jeeter 
Lester family. 

Moreover, in entering his profession under cer- 
tain beneficial conditions, Rocky submitted him- 
self to a special code of laws and punishments. 
He probably never has read the boxing law. I 
covered fights in New York for many years and 
I haven't read it yet. He probably didn’t men- 
orize the regulations and learn specifically that 
he could be suspended for life if he failed to 
report to the prizefight commission an attempt 
to bribe him to take a dry dive. But anyone 
who has had as much friction as Rocky with the 
cops and the courts knew that he was taking a 
chance when he kept his mouth shut. These 
alley kids are smart and Graziano knew it was 
up to him to blow the whistle on the man who 
propositioned him. 

He not only failed to report the proposition 
but he lied when he said he just didn’t know 
who the man was. Rocky elected to leave this 
fellow in circulation, free to fix more fights, 
knowing that the commission could lay him. up 
for good. Possibly he was afraid the mob would 
bump him off for squealing. 


Still he observed the Gangster’s code, so he

certainly was no victim of injustice when he 
was suspended. 


The ensuing suspension of Graziano in TIIli- 
nois because he had misbehaved in the Army 
and served a sentence for it was sanctimonious 
business. To sock him here as a gesture toward 
the veterans who were honorably discharged 
was plain patrioteering. 


The practice of cramping the behavior of the 
members of certain trades and professions by 
special rules was not started by the sport indus- 
try. In baseball it goes back to some fixed ball 
games in the ‘80s or 
"90s and some monkey 
business later by own- 
ers who insisted on 
picking their pet um- 
pires. After the ex- 
pose of the historic 
mockery of 1917, in 
which most of the 
White Sox laid down 
there 
was a clamor for 
a “czar” of baseball. 
This was only four 
years after the fall of 
the Czar of Russia 
and you would not 
have thought it would 
lie in the mouth of the 
free American to hol- 
ler for a czar. But 
we asked for one and 
we got Judge yee 
Later, the movie busi- 
ness developed a ripe GRAZIANO 
and gamey stench and the public acclaimed Will 
Hays as the czar of the cinema, 


But our lawyers-and doctors operate un- 
der special codes enforced by their profes- 
sional societies and even the clergy have to 
observe denominational rules of conduct, 
failing which they afe free to go free-lancing, 
to be sure, but without the beenfits that come 
from organization. 


For years I have been sitting on the curb 
down by the courthouse bawling my eyes out 
because the unions enforce onerous conditions 
on the American working stiff. This is different. 
unlike the 
clergy, won’t let a loner go free-lancing. They 
will waylay him at night and break his leg. 


I know what is the matter with some of 
my colleagues of the sport side, though. They 
have been playing around with the criminal 
scum, the shysters and gyps of the rackets, 
for many years and treating them as harm- 
less and amusing characters.

As Inflation Balloon Soars Higher

2. A vigorous advance in com- 
mon stocks, especially those rep- 
resenting heavy industry, chem- 
icals and petroleum—basic wealth 
that responds quickly to changes 
im the purchasing power of the 
dollar. 

3. Corporation bonds, represent- 
ing inflexible wealth in terms of 
collers. continued to drop in price, 
especially the gilt edge varieties 
that had moved up during the war 
years to unheard-of levels. His- 
torically. bonds are in disfavor in 
periods of developing inflation be- 
cause of the fixed income feature, 
particularly if it is low. 

Corollary develooments abound- 
ec at every turn. For instance: 

Business loans of the federal 
reserve member banks rose to an 
ali-time high of $13,.200.000,000. 
A considerable part of this huge 
total represents dollars borrowed 
bs manufacturers, merchants, 
processors and other business men 
to pay for goods—durable and 
consumer and for materials from 
which goods will be made—basic 
forms of wealth that are freaquent- 
ly employed as, inflation hedges. 

Reports were frequent that 
householders were “stocking up” 
on various items, either in prepa- 
ration for a new price rise or in 
anticipation of shortages in spe- 
cific lines later on. For instance: 

There was a run on retail sugar 
stocks in various places im- 
mediately preceding the govern- 
ment announcement that it would 
pay higher prices to Cuban pro- 
cucers for the new crop. Rumors, 
fenied in some quarters. were 
heard that there was a shortage 
of small ammunition at the start 
of the hunting season. 

Retail trade throughout § the 
country is holding up remarkably 
well = liberal use of credit is 
repor in all types of sales. This 
means in substantial measure that 
consumers are looking ahead, ac- 
quiring merchandise today which 
will be paid for with tomorrow's 
dollars.

Apartment in New York 


Mr. and Mrs. Enrico Leide are just back in the States 
after a wonderful Summer in Italy, where the former, who 
is a renowned musician, conducted grand opera in many 
of the leading cities\of his homeland, with curtain calls 
too numerous to mention. 

Many of the sights which these prominent Atlantans 
saw were breath-taking in beauty, but none of them could 
possibly be lovelier than their own New York apartment 
which they recently purchased. It is located at 62nd Street 
and Fifth Avenue, and commands a view of Central Park. 
From the balcony, which is adorned with ancient pieces of 
Italian marble, one can see plainly several animals in the 
park zoo, the polar bears reclining in their cage, and the 
giraffes. 

The entire front of the handsome sixteenth-floor apart- 
ment is encased in windows, curtained in chartreuse bro- 
cade, edged in mulberry. The walls are painted pale lime 
green and the carpet is of a matching hue. A rose-tinted 
marble fireplace graces one end of the room, and above 
* hangs a Daubigny landscape. A pair of exquisite bronze 
candelabra adorn the ends of the mantel and Crown Derby 
vases grace the center. To the right of the fireplace is 
an antique English breakfront, and to the left is a beau- 
tiful walnut console table, with antique gold-framed mirror 
hanging above. Behind the sofa, which is done in green, 
stands one of the rarest pieces of furniture in this treasure 
trove. It is a Chinese screen of the Ming dynasty, reaching 
from the floor to the ceiling. The coffee table is of the 
same period. Placed here and there are chairs uphol- 
stered in colorful damask and old tapestry, and directly 
opposite the soft is a small piano, on which Mrs. Leide 
accompanies her husband while he plays his cello. 

Tables bearing tall bronze lamps flank either end of 
the sofa. The entire wall opposite the fireplace is mir- 
rored. The music stand, which is built with a groove for 
growing plants at the top, was especially designed by the 
charming chatelaine. 

Opening off the living room is the boudoir, the walls, 
rug and draperies matching those in the living room. The 
large bed is Italian Renaissance, and above it hang four 
rare oils, depicting the four seasons. On either side of the 
bed are Baroque tables, and the gorgeous antique dresser 
is topped with black Italian marble. Hand-carved plaques 
hang on either side of the dresser, on which stand a pair 
of white English porcelain lamps. The dressing table is 
built entirely of mirrors. The accompanying overstuffed 
chair, upholstered in chartreuse, is fitted with a perpen- 
dicular mirror, suspended on a metal stand which re- 
volves, giving side and back views of milady’s coiffure. 

The entrance hall is lighted by a specially designed 
green and white Wedgwood chandelier and. walled in 
shock glass. An antique mahogany commode, adorned with 
pieces of Crown Derby, and a gold-framed mirror catch 
the eye on the left of the doorway. Directly across the 
room are two unique corner cupboards filled with exquisite 
English porcelain figurines. 

The kitchen, which completes the four-room apartment, 
is about as big as a minute, but it is equipped with every 
modern convenience, even to an electric toaster, coffee- 
mater and hot plate. 

The Leides plan to spend part ef the year in these 
delightful New York surroundings, and the remaining 
months aft their equally attractive apartment at the At- 
lanta Biltmore.

Travis Tidwell is quite.a story. He entered Au- 
Unaffected burn as a freshman last season and led the nation’s 


ground-gainers. 
He was mentioned on severa! all-American teams and read thou- 
sands of the million-odd words written about him. 


Throughout it all, he remains unaffected, a quiet, good- 
looking kid with yellow hair. saying “yes. sir.” and “no, sir.” 
and taking every opportunity to give credit to his teammates 
for his success. 

We first saw him off the football field at the Birmingham 
Quarterback Club's meeting last Winter. He and Harry Gilmer, 
on old high school teammate, were guests of honor. 

They asked Tidwell to say a few words. “I've been awfully 

lucky.” he said with boyish shyness. “My teammates made 

it possible for me to do as well as I have. They're a great 

bunch of fellows and you people are awfully nice te invite 

me te this party.” 

He sat down and the audience gave him an ovation. 


: Tidwell loves athletics. He went out for the 
Sprained Ankle Auburn baseball team and, as usual for him, | 
had little trouble making the squad. 

He broke a leg sliding into second base in a game which 
was siready won. They put it in a cast and it healed perfectly. 
Rut at the sdme time he broke the leg, he suffered a badly 

sprained ankle. 

The next time we saw Tidwell was right after his leg had 
been taken out of the cast. The ankle was a terrible sight. It 
was blue with bruise and swollen and it hurt even without 
any weight on it. 

But on the first day of Auburn football practice, he drug him- 
self out to the field and, standing on his good leg, spent a couple 
of hours throwing the ball. 


It was almost pitiful, like a race horse with 
Too Much Heart a broken leg looking at his trainer with eyes 
which ask, “What's wrong? Why can't I run any more?” 
The doctor X-rayed the leg and announced the break was healed 
and that it was safe for Tidwell to try and play if he desired. 
He's been trying for two weeks now and his passes won 
twe games for his team. 
Ninety-nine percent of the people in these stands would be home 
ir bed with such a leg as Tidwell's. 
Maybe he should be there. But he has too much heart and 
desire to play and piain ol’ guts for that. 
His team probably won't win many games this season 
and when alletar honors are passed out, Tidwell probably 


will be left out. 
That doesn't keep him from being All-American in our book.

Experimenting by amateurs has) 
led to many of the accomplish- 
ments of radio, making it the 
huge industry it is today. In thé 
infant stage experimenting by 
amateurs was the chief source of 
advancement to new accomplish- 
ments, and though today large 
sums are expended by private 
capital and governments for radio 
research, amateurs still have a 
part in making a wonderful scl- 
ence even more wonderful. New 
antennas, new circuits, and new 
pieces of equipment to meet spe- 
cial requirements are constantly 
being tried by countless hams, 
primarily, “just for the fun of do- 
ing it.” 

Most intriguing activity is 
probably that of working “dx.” 
There is a thrill that comes, 
when making conversation with 
someone on the other side. of 
the globe with a one-tube trans- 
mitter that has no more power 
than is required to light the 
smallest bulb in your house, 
which can't be easily described 
nor equalled in other hobbies. 

An exchange of postcards spe- 

cially printed with the call letters 
of the stations involved usually 
follows, so collecting “QLRs,” as 
they are called, becomes a hobby 
within a hobby. A_ collection 
from points such as Pitcairn 
Island,. Nyasaland, Africa, New 
Georgia, and other remote places 
shows a ham has spent long and 
patient hours listening and wait- 
ing for the opportunity to engage 
in “dx” conversations. 

Many amateurs find a_ real 
measure of fun in organizing and 
operating in “nets” or chains of 
stations, which relay messages 
any person might wish to send 
from one point to another. The 
fact that these messages are in-

° | x: GUEST’S translation of the 


“Mabinogion,” Welsh legends 
from a 14th century manuscript, 
was published in 1849. 

Tennyson published “Enid and 
Nimue,” his first version of “The 
Marriage of Geraint,” in. 1857, and 
included the poem in the 1859 edition 
of “The Idylls of the King.” 

Lady Charlotte Guest, the wife of 
an owner of iron works in Wales, 
was a remarkable Welsh scholar, and 
the soundness and beauty of her 
translations were recognized by ail 
competent critics. 

Since the Arthurian legends had 
been current in medieval Welsh 
literature as in Bnglish, Lady Guest 
made at once a name for hersel!, 
comparable to ghe fame of Lady 
Gregory in modern times for her 
translations from the Irish. 

“The Marriage of: Enid,” and 
“Geraint and Enid,” two of the 
“Idylis of the King,” Tennyson based 
on Lady Guest’s work; in fact he 
re-told with little change the story as 
he found it in the “Mabinogion.” 

The one slight change was intro- 
duced to explain Geraint’s distrust of 
Enid. Queen Guinivere admired the 
girl Geraint had married, and made 
her a favored companion. When 
rumors against Guinivere and 
Launcelot began to spread, Geraint 
for a moment lost faith in his pride. 

The episodes which Mr. Pogany 
and I have selected are not in the 
order in which Tennyson gives them; 


When Geraint saw Enid, he 
knew she must be his. He was 
one of King Arthur’s ablest 
knights. She was the daugh- 
ter of an impoverished earl. 
How he won her by besting a 
rorec, roarried her, came to 
doubt her and finally was 
convinced of her fidelity pro- 
vides the theme for one of 
Tennyson’s most poignant 
“Idylis ofthe King.”

NTO the Italian Reliet offices in 

Boston a sad-eyed, courtly woman 

walked recently and arranged to 
make a donation to the needy chil 
dren of Italy. 

“It is in memory of Enrico Ca- 
ruso,” she said, and after a pause she 
added, “He was my husband.” 

Twenty-six years have passed 
since the great voice was stilled. His 
widow twice has sought happiness in 
marriage with other men and twice 
in divorce has failed. 

Now, at M4, she discloses what she 
has often hinted in the past-—that the 
only real love she has ever known is 
the love she bore, and still bears, 
for the robust, barrel-chested tenor 
of another generation. 

“My Doro, you are mine,” he once 
told her, she recalls. “Nothing can 
destroy our love.” 

“That is true,” says Dorothy Ca- 
ruso now, wealthy and sharing her 
wealth with the children of her hus- 
band’s native land. “There was never 
another man like Rico. Those old 
ties last.” 

They have lasted since she was a 
girl of 17. She was slim and soft- 
cheeked then, just out of the Convent 
of the Sacred Heart in New York, and 
her name was Dorothy Park Benja- 
min, daughter of a wealthy publisher. 

Her father was stern and his Ital- 
ian companion, Anna Bolchi, was 
supercilious. It was no wonder, Doro. 
thy Caruso recalls, that when the 
great one came into her life he sud- 
denly filled it. 

They met at a christening. Fur- 
collared, straight and stalwart, he 
strode in and fixed his eyes on her. 

“That was the longest instant in 
my life,” she says. “I knew then that 
I was going to marry him.” 

He came often to the Benjamin 
home after that. Middle-aged, and 
without much education, he might 
have seemed hardly one to catch the 
fancy of-a sequestered, romantic girl. 
His voice was golden. Everyone said 
so. But the convent gir] did not fall 
in love with his voice. She fell in love 
with a warm, tempestuous man who 
adored her. ; 
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The world was applauding him 
(as it still does his recorded voice) 
yet frequently he was as candid as a 
boy. He was much older than she was 
and so, he said, she must know all 
the truth about him. 

He told her about his first 
and how she had left him. 

“After she left, I saw 
once,” he said. 

“Now you must forget it all,” the 
convent girl told him. “Remember? 
We are going to be married.” 

Her father did not agree. At first 
he forbade the union, and when he 
saw that his quiet-voiced daughter 
for the first time was beyond his 
will, he tried to break up the romance 
by demanding $500,000 for her hand. 

Caruso shrugged that off, and 
Dorothy and he were married in the 
Marble Collegiate Chapel in New 
York on August 20, 1918. Two weeks 
Jater, after she had been baptized a 
Catholic, a second ceremony was per- 
formed in St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 

She never saw her father again, 
and when he died he _ willed his 
$1,000,000 fortune to Miss. Bolchi, 
whom he had adopted. 

Dorothy Caruso did not mind. She 
and her father had never been close. 
The Italian tenor made a new world 
for her. 

“It was like coming from darkness 
into sunshine,” she says. “Father 
liked to see me cringe in fear. Rico 
wanted to give me the earth. 

“Once as a beautiful limousine 
passed by, I said, “That's a nice car.’ 
The next day Rico paid $12,000 for 
it and gave it to me. He was like that. 
Jewels, furs, gowns.-he was always 
buying them.” 

They were almost always insepar. 
able. If she could not accompany him 
on an operatic tour, he would write 
his heart out in letters, the English 
not scholarly, but sincere.

Stage- 
hands led him, reeling, into the wings, 

Dorothy rushed to his dressing 
room and found him quickly recover- 
ing. He laughed a little. It was noth- 
ing. But she knew it was much more. 

In the months that followed, she 
pleaded with him to retire. He sang 
on. A chill finally downed him. 

On Christmas Eve, 1920, he had 
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the first of a series of operations, 
and he and Dorothy and their daugh- 
ter, Gloria, sailed to Naples. How- 
ever, he was not well. Italian sur- 
geons performed another operation, 
against Dorothy’s will, for she 
thought it was ill-advised. 

From that operation he did not 
recover. Three days later he was laid 
at rest in a chapel in a Naples ceme- 
tery, embalmed, his features left visi- 
ble through the years. 

Dorothy married Captain Ernest 
A. Ingram, a British sportsman and 
social favorite, in 1923, and although 
they had much in common the mem- 
ory of Rico, the great one, arose be- 
tween them, They were soon divorced. 

Mer name then was linked with 
Alexander Moore, former husband of 
Lillian Russell, the actress, And with 
Charles H. Wacker, Jr., Chicago 
clubman, and later she married a 
New York socialite, Charles A. Holder.

OST of the spectacular plungers of Wall 
M Street since the turn of the century have 


had several things in common. 

They arrived in New York with poor, or 
obscure, backgrounds; they made millions and 
spent millions on fast and riotous living. 

They were failures, financially and otherwise, 
when they died. 

Charles Tracy Barney was an exception. He 
had social and financial prestige when he arrived 
on the New York scene and he married into one 
of the nation’s First Families. 

He spent his time, and his money, not on wine, 
women and song, but on committees pledged to 
improve the city along artistic and civic lines. 

It was’ said of him that the only sensational 
thing in his life was his death and he had this 
much in common with the other plungers—he 
destroyed himself and his fortune by speculating. 

At one time he had $9,000,000 of his own. Two 
years later, he told a friend: 

“I’m down and out. I can’t put up a dollar 
to save the wreck. I lost it playing the other 
fellow’s game.” 

Barney was 20, and fresh out of Williams 
college when he arrived in New York in 1870 to 
make, or rather add to, his fortune. 

His father, A. H. Barney, president of the 
United States Express-Co., wanted him to settle

in the home town, Cleveland, but young Barney 
already had advanced ideas about banking, and 
New ‘York was the place to put them into effect. 

New York liked this handsome and serious 
young man and, moving in the best circles, as he 
did, it was inevitable he should meet beautiful 
Lillie Collins Whitney, and cultivate her acquaim 
tance while he was cultivating the luxuriant brown 
moustache that eventually was to become his 
facial trademark. 

Her father, Gen. James S. Whitney, was col- 
lector of the Port of Boston. Her brother, William 
C. Whitney, was already one of the wealthiest 
young men in the world. 

The wedding of Charles Barney and Lillie 
Whitney was the social event of the year, natur- 
ally, but the union made no dilettante of the 
young man from Cleveland. Instead, it spurred 
him on as a civic-minded citizen—and banker. 

Through the latter decades of the 19th century, 
he was possessed of an idea that became an 
obsession. He noted, with increasing interest and 
impatience, the rising tide of immigration. 

Poles, Irish, Italians, Germans and Jews were 
pouring into America and, Charles Barney opined,

were not being properly absorbed. 

There was, for example, the matter of bank- 
ing. The immigrants brought money with them, 
and starte€ earning more, but established banks 
didn’t make their acquaintance as depositors. 

It seemed to Barney that there was a mutual 
distrust; that the new citizens were afraid of the 
banks, and vice versa, and the family mattress 
continued to serve as the family bank. 


HAT he had in mind, Barney kept explaining 

to his wealthy friends, was a great institution, 
a Savings bank, presided over by the biggest men 
in New York; this to encourage even the lowliest 
and most suspicious of the new citizens to trust 
the bank. Their patronage to be solicited, instead 
of spurned. 

Barney kept selling the idea until, in 1902, the 
dream came true. The Knickerbocker Trust 
Company opened its gilded doors, with Charles 
Tracy Barney, already a name to be reckoned 
with in the life of the great city, as president. 

It took some salesmanship to get the cus- 
tomers he wanted, but Barney was a salesman, 
and they began coming in. 

First, with trepidation and awe as they entered 
the magnificent structure, but the reception ac- 
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corded them sent them scurrying home for life 
savings. 

The Knickerbocker Trust Company, where 
street vendors rubbed shoulders with members of 
the Union League Club, began to flourish—and 
Barney had more time for his civic enterprises. 

He was made president of the Municipal Art 
Commission and launched’ a campaign for addi- 
tional, and improved, parks and drives. 

He saw red when he contemplated the black 
smoke pouring out of industrial plants and, as 
president of the Anti-Smoke League, he fought 
against strong opposition and won. 

He set some kind of a record by belonging, 
at one and the same time, to the directorates of 
34 different companies. 

But he found time to take care of his social 
and domestic affairs. 

The Barney family grew to four, with the ar- 
rival of James W. and a daughter who was later 
to become Mrs. Courtlandt Dixon Barnes. 

. Barney decided the family mansion on Park 
Avenue should be representative of a leading 
citizen and banker. 

He conferred with Stanford White, famed 
architect who was later shot by Harry K. Thaw 
over Evelyn Nesbit, Thaw’s beautiful bride. 

Thanks to Stanford White, and a million dol- 
lars, the Barney palace in the Murray Hill section, 
on Park Avenue, at 38th St., became one of the 
leading showplaces of New York. Furnishings 
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were brought from Italy to the tune of $200,000. 

The ballroom came from Italy, too. It was 
removed in its entirety from a Roman palace. 

“Now,” beamed Barney, “we can entertain a 
little.” 

While New York’s 400 alighted from carriages 
for fabulous banquets and balls, small depositors 
in the Kniekerbocker Trust Company across the 
street nudged one another, pointed to the mar- 
ble mansion, and said: 

“That belongs to Mr. Barney. 
money is safe, eh?” 

Barney, with pride and faith in New York, 
began adding to his already impressive fortune. 

He accumulated real estate, acres of it, in the 
Washington Heights and Dyckman sections. 

He invested with Charles W. Morse and other 
copper kings, such as Heinz and Thomas. 

He had a right to grin, a self-congratulatory 
grin, when, in 1905, he decided to make a will.

Hs attorney, George L. Nichols, whistled as he 
looked at the estate to be distributed. 

“Nine million dollars!”’ he exclaimed. 

“Tt will be more,” Barney said. “I’m in good 


shape, and just learning how to make money.” 


That was true; but he hadn’t learned how to 
keep it. 

The year 1907 found President Theodore Roose- 
velt announcing he would not run for re-election. 

It found Admiral “Fighting Bob” Evans as- 
sembling The Great White Fleet for a visit to 
Japan, with war lords rolling out the welcome 
mat and saying they wanted eternal peace. It 
found New York hack drivers on strike. 

It found, too, a disturbing sense of unrest 
throughout the country. Riots broke out in 
Goldfield, Nev., and Kansas City, Mo. Something 
was happening to the monetary system; some- 
thing was presaging the “panic” of 1908. 

The sober-faced directors of the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company went into solemn session. 

Charles T. Barney had enemies on the board, 
and they kept thumbing through the books. 

Late that night, the night of Oct. 20, the 
directors issued a statement which was to preci- 
pitate the banking crisis. 

The statement: 

“In view of the fact that Mr. Barney’s position 
is greatly extended in outside matters (copper) 
through association with’Charles W. Morse and 
Morse & Co., it is deemed advisable that he 
resign.” 

Barney resigned, and the resignation was a 
crushing blow to thousands of the little depositors 
who had faith only in him; not in the men whose 
names appeared on the company’s letterheads. 

Next morning, before its doors opened, there 
were long lines of panicky depositors outside 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company. That night- 
mare of finance, “a run on the bank,” was well 
under way. 

Shortly after noon, exhausted tellers threw up 
their hands and cried: 

“That’s all!” 

The gilded doors swung shut and were locked. 
Other banks were being drained of deposits and 
locking out depositors who came too late. 

The New York branch, Women’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society, announced it had $36,000 on de- 
posit in the Knickerbocker Trust when it failed; 
that checks in the amount of $30,000 had been 
drawn against the account and the worthless bits 
of paper were in the mails directed to missionaries 
all over the world. 

Knickerbocker stock, once selling at 1,300 a 
share, crashed to 20. A number of brokers and 
some of their customers committed suicide. 

Shaken and gray-faced, Barney offered his 
real estate holdings, once valued at $2,700,000, to 
help pay off depositors, but the values had fluc- 
tuated and, besides, the properties were tied up. 

He retired to the Park Avenue mansion with 
the Roman ballroom while a depositors’ commit- 
tee, headed by the noted attorney, Samuel Unter- 
myer, tried to salvage as much as 10 cents on 
the dollar. 

Hundreds of letters from smaller depositors, 
some threatening him with death, were sent to 


Barney. He was in desperate condition, physi- 
cally and mentally, when A. Foster Higgins, his 
successor as Knickerbocker president, visited him 
Nov. 13. 

“I'm down and out,” Barney sighed. “I'm 
sorry to see the company in such a hole, but I’ve 
done all I could. I can’t dig up another dollar. 
It went—millions of it—playing the other fellow’s 
game. Copper, and such.” 

The next day, Mrs. Lillie Barney and a friend, 
Susan Abbott Mead, heard a shot in Barney's 
study. They opened the door to see him upright, 
but swaying. 


OLLOWED then the four most fantastic hours 
in his life. 

The shot was fired at-10 a. m The bullet, 
from a .32 caliber revolver, entered the left side of 
his body at the waist line, travelled upward and 
diagonally to lodge in the right shoulder. The 
shooting was announced publicly as accidental 
but Coroner Julius Harburger, at the inquest, 
decided: 

“T believe he shot himself because of the events 
of the last few days.” 

At any event, Dr. George Dixon, hastily sum- 
moned by Mrs. Barney, arrived in a few minutes, 
gave first aid, and announced he would operate. 

Barney, in pain after the first shock, said: 

“It doesn’t matter. But I want to see George.” 

Attorney George L. Nichols arrived post haste. 

“George,” the ex-banker said, “I want to 
change my will, the one I made two years ago. 
After all, with that $9,000,000, I can do something 
—pay off the little fellows, or some of them.” 

He had forgotten, in his last hours, the disap- 
pearance of the nine millions, through speculation. 
But the understanding and sympathetic Nichols 
drew up the new will and guided Barney’s shaking 
hand across the signature line. 

The widow, who died last year at the age of 94, 
after spending the bulk of her fortune in settling 
Barney’s obligations, witnessed the signing. 

Barney died at 2 p. m. For most of the four 
hours after the shot was fired, he was conscious, 
and seemed lost in thought, now and then mut- 
tering to himself incompleted sentences that 
started out: “If I had only 

If he had only—what? If he had only stuck 
to banking? If he hadn't been tempted to specu- 
late? If he. hadn't “played the other fellow’s 
game?” If he had only been content with what 
he had, and knew how to hold it? 

Charles Tracy Barney died without finishing 
his soliloquy.

Gracie Fields, the Lancashire lass 
with the golden voice, made her choice 
and she’s proud of it, but now she’s 
paying for it. 

Antipathy, scorn, popular uncon- 
cern, sharp criticism...these Gracie 
is experiencing for the first time in 
her life. It’s a far cry from the 
idolatry she once enjoyed. 

At 49 she is struggling to reach 
the top again, braving the frosty 
giances and the pointing fingers, sing- 
ing her inimitable ballads with an 
extra catch in her throat, pleading 
for the affection and understanding 
she’s lost. 

By her side is the man she loves, 
Monty Banks. Arrayed against her 
are the British masses who suffered 
through the blitz and resent those 
Britons who did not bear it with 
them. Gracie will never lose the love 
of Monty Banks, she knows. But has 
she-lost forever the adulation of her 
homeland? The thought frightens 
her. 

Perhaps no English entertainer 
ever won her way into the collective 
British heart as did Gracie Fields. 
From her early success in her native 
Rochdale, Lancashire, she went on to 
become a national institution. Her 
gay, comical little songs, with their 
undertone of pathos, captured the 
fancy of a nation. “Our Gracie” was 
cheered wherever she went: 

She was no diva. Her voicé was 
even a little scratchy. But it was a 
voice that reached out and made 
people a part of her. The world may 
have been going to pot, but Gracie 
was still the same old Gracie and, 
jumbled world or not, she sang about 
things that made you laugh, British 
things as down to earth as roast 
beef and Yorkshire pudding. 

There was the night in Rochdale 
when police had to rescue her from 
thousands of milling fans. Gracie 
loved that. There was the night in 
the House of Commons when Sir 
Samuel Hoare announced: “Gracie 
Fields is on tonight. The debate 
must end at an early hour so we may 
hear her.” ‘There was that time she 
lay gravely ill in a hospital and a 
royal message of sympathy came 
from Buckingham Palace. 

Those were the days, when Monty 
Banks, the former slapstick comedian, 
sat on the hospital steps, waiting for 
a chance to fulfill her slightest whim. 
Monty had directed Gracie’s pictures 
for years. They'd been good friends. 
Her sickness turned that friendship 
into love. 

Gracie was touched by Britain’s 
concern over her near-death. But 
Monty’s adoration swept her away 
completely. When she recovered they 
were married. Britain was a little 
surprised, because Gracie was so 
British and Monty-——well, Monty was 
an Italian, despite his English-sounda- 
ing stage ngme. . 

The clouds of war gathered, then 
burst. Germany raced through 
Poland, crushed France in one 
lightning drive, leaving Britain alone 
to stem the evil tide. 

What would Italy do? This ques- 
tion was of more than ordinary im- 
portance to Gracie and Monty, for 
once Italy cast her lot with the Nazis 
Monty would be an enemy alien. 
And they were so happy...

Ten days before Italy entered the 


war a mysterious phone call came 
through from Dublin for Monty. He 
was warned that he would be in- 
terned as soon as his native land 
turned against Britain. Well, there it 
was. Monty had to leave for the 
Sanctuary of America, or spend no 
one knew how long as a prisoner. 

And there it was for Gracie, too. 
She could stay with her country in 
time of great need, or go with the 
man she loved. As she says: 

“That phone call was the great 
crisis in my life. I had to choose, 
and quickly. My husband or my 
country? I thought and _ thought. 
Then I reached my decision. I just 
couldn’t send Monty away and remain 
behind myself, maybe to be parted 
for years.” 

Gracie left with Monty. She left 
Britain when the shadow of the blitz 
was already encroaching upon its 
shores. She and Monty found a 
haven in America while the bombs 
fell and the people of Gracie’s home- 
land worked out their destiny amid 
blood, sweat and tears. 

Britain couldn’t forget that Gracie 
wasn’t with them when the great trial 
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came, to cheer them up, to make 
them laugh, to add her considerable 
bit to the struggle for life. 

She did her stint of entertaining 
for the boys in America. - She made 
the rounds of camps and hospitals, 
sang her heart out, lifted war-bound 
spirits with the contagious tunes she 
alone knew how to put over. 

But it wasn’t the same. In America 
there were safety and comfortable 
living, even in war. In Britain, as 
she hovered on the brink of oblivion, 
there had been dread peril and phys- 
ical want. And Gracie hadn't been 
there to see it through, as had the 
British people from charwoman up. 

No, it wasn’t the same. The Eng- 
lish populace, proud of its tough 
fibre under fire, felt that Gracie had 
somehow impaired the picture of na- 
tional courage by skipping out in the 
kingdom's darkest hour. 

The accusation was in hearts 
rather than on lips. The people made 
their decision about Gracie reluc- 
tantly, even a little sadly. 

Immediately after the war she 
paid a flying visit to England. She 
sang and joked in the same old way. 
People came to hear her. They ap-

plauded. They still called her “Our 
Gracie.” But there was a noticeable 
lack of the old spontaneous response, 
the quick tears and the unrestrained 
laughter. England remembered that 
Gracie had walked out on the blitz. 

Now she’s back home again, with 
a new radio program. People like it 

but they just like it. They still 
haven't forgotten. There’s no hooting 
or jeering. There’s no adulation, 
either. When Gracie arrived at Vic- 
toria Station in London there were 
no crowds, no welcome speeches, no 
autograph hunters. She got a taxi 
herself and retired to her former 
secretary's flat. . 

She doesn’t regret her decision. 
“T’d do it again,” she said. “I just 
couldn’t send Monty away alone.” 

She hopes that time will dim the 
national memory. She hopes people 
will try to understand. Already, with 
her lovable personality, she’s. broken 
down some of the prejudice. She's 
trying hard to reach the hearts of 
her people. 

There is the love of a woman for 
aman and the love of a woman for 
her country...and who, if a choice 
must be made, can make. jt fairly?

HE University of Chicago is 
T spending $400 this year and 

using some of its educational 
talent to “slow down” a 10-year-old 
Chicago Negro girl who soaks up 
knowledge so fast it may, in the 
words of school authorities, “handi- 
cap her future social life.” 

The girl is Adrian, Gordon, daugh- 
ter of a Chicago postman, David Gor- 
don, who quotes Shelley to his daugh- 
ter and gets answers in quotations 
from Keats, Byron, Lewis Carroll, 
Paul Lawrence Dunbar, the Psalmist 
David, or the Apostle John. 

Adrian has just graduated from 
Fuller grammar school and, accord- 
ing to Warren Seyfert, head of the 
University of Chicago’s Laboratory 
School, an experimental institution 
where brilliant youngsters can fill in 
their cultural backgrounds’ while 
waiting for their educations to catch 
up with them, she is capable of going 
on to high school and competing suc- 
cessfully with 14-year-olds. 

Instead, says Seyfert, she will go 
back to seventh grade at the Labora- 
tory School and enter classes with 
other above-average children her age. 

She will study Shakespeare and 
other English literature, art, mathe- 
matics, physical education and science. 

When taking up the novels of Sir 
Walter Scott and other classic au- 
thors, a.hitch may develop, Adrian’s 
mother said. The love scenes are too 
mushy, Adrian complains. She will 
try to talk her professors inte as- 
signing her to mystery thrillers. 

She got that way about a year 
ago when she read her first who- 
dunit, “Mountain Mystery,” by Maris- 
ton Chapman. 

Since that time she has read many 
mystery books in the public library. 
And makes the family sit around the 
radio listening to mystery dramas to 
see who can pick out the culprit first. 
To date Adrian has a slight edge. 

The Laboratory School has a four- 
year curriculum. Said Mr. Seyfert: 

“No attempt will be made to speed 
her through the four Jears.. Our ob- 
ject is rather to slow her down. 

“By the time she finishes tenth 
grade, however, she will be mentally 
and socially equipped to enter the 
U. of C. College.”’ 

Adrian’s heart is set on a career 
of fashion designing. 

It was at the request of one of 


her grammar school teachers, Mrs. 
Adelaide Payne, that Adrian took the 
entrance examinations. 

On the basis of her examinations, 
Adrian was given a $400 grant to 
attend the school. Said Mrs. Payne: 

“We felt that if Adrian went on 
to public high school she might be- 
come maladjusted from association 
with oldér children. 

“But there was nothing surther 
to challenge her in grammar school 
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grades. She would stagnate there. 

“So the Laboratory School was 
the only way out. She will fill in 
many blanks in her cultural back- 
ground. Up to now her reading has 
been hit-or-miss. At the University 
of Chicago school it will be guided.” 

According to her mother, Adrian 
started her giant educational strides 
when she started talking at one year 
of age. At the end of six more months 
she had learned the alphabet. 

Said Mrs. Gordon: 

“She would pick up the news- 
paper and point to letters in the 
headlines and ask, ‘What’s that?’ 

“It wasn’t long before she knew 
all the letters and figures.” 

When Adrian was. just past the 
age of three, she read her first book, 
“We Are Four,” a story for children. 
It was at that time also that she be- 
came fascinated with poetry.

When her father, himself a gradu- 
ate of the University of Chicago, 
quoted to her Wadsworth’s “Daffo- 
dils,”” she was delighted.and would 
not let him rest until hé had helped 
her commit it to memory. 

When she was 3% years old she 
entered play school, a pre-kindergar- 
ten class. Her teacher, however, was 
never able to make her give up books. 

The instructor recommended that 
Adrian forthwith be sent into the 
first grade, but because there is a 
rule barring children under six from 

first grade in Chicago 
schools, Adrian’s applica- 
tion was turned down. 
She refused, however, to 
go back to kindergarten 
and spent the remainder 
of her fifth year at home 
reading. 

She took up playwrit- 
ing at the age of eight 
for the school’s Friday 
dramatic entertainments 
in which the pupils take 
part. In all, she wrote 
10 little dramas for 
Fuller School students to 

enact in costume. 

At six Adrian acquired a taste for 
Beethoven symphonies, and later 
Tschaikowsky’s Piano Concerto which 
she often attempts to imitate on the 
piano. She has taken lessons only 
six months. = 

Lately she has exhibited an inter- 
est in Carmen Cavallero and Frankie 
Carle. ’ 
Her piano teacher, Josephine En- 
nis, thinks the girl shows remarkable 
talent. Already Adrian has played in 
a recital, she said, and got quite a 
hand for her rendition of Mark 
Nevin’s “Dream Waltz.” 

Adrian believes the best poetry 
is contained in the Bible. : 

She has committed to memory 
several Psalms and other passages 
of Scripture. 

Since she was allowed to enter an 
older class at the Monumental Bap- 
tist Church on Chicago’s South Side, 
she is a faithful Sunday School pupil. 

According to her playmates her 
superior intelligence hasn’t spoiled 
her ability to bat a high average on 
the neighborhood softball team. 

And her hero is not Einstein. It 
is Phil Cavarretta, of the Cubs.

MRS. ELIZABETH “BUFFY” 
HARRIS, her husband's three- 
yolume diary was strictly a 
headache. Instead of revealing his 
frailties in the two years of their 
marriage, it catalogued hers. 

The time she kept him up all 
night waiting on her father, the 50 
different occasions on which she 
called him names, her disconcerting 
preoccupation with death-—his death, 
that is—-all these Myron Harris noted 
in a little leatherbound book he 
bought for himself as a wedding pres- 
ent, and on the pages of two addi- 
tional vohimes. 

So that when their marriage 
wound up in a California divorce 
court with each bringing charges 
against the ofher, Myron was able to 
reel off dates, number of alleged of- 
fenses and accompanying. circum- 
stances with embarrassing accuracy. 

He was able to swear, for instance, 
that on April 10, 1946, “Buffy” ac- 
cused him of leaving the door open 
so she would catch cold, and the night 
of October 30 that same year she 
wakened him from a sound sleep to 
accuse him of “fixing” a traffic ticket 
for another woman. 

Some of the entries read by Myron 
—a dignified 59-year-old lawyer partial 
to neat blue suits and high, laced 
shoes—-so enthused the spectators at 
the trial that one of.the court ses- 
sions had to be adjourned early. 

That was the afternoon he quoted 
the incident about his 36-year-old 
wife’s father. At 2 a. m. she had wak. 
ened him to say, “My father has only 
a sheet over him. He’s an old man. 
Go put something over him.” 

“What am I, a nursemaid?” My- 
ron had demanded. After he covered 
her father with an _ overcoat, he 
claimed he returned to bed only to 
have her order, “I don’t think that’s 
enough. He may catch cold. Go and 
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get him a hot water bottle at once.” 
“T said, ‘Dearie, he’s all right.’ But 

she insisted, so I got it. 
“About that time the 


old man 


‘raised up and shouted ‘What's going 


on here? I’ve already got two blank- 
ets and an overcoat on me!’ 

“When I got back to bed, she said, 
‘If he won't take the hot water bottle, 
get him a hot drink.’ I got him the 
drink but he wouldn't take it. 

“In the morning, ‘Buffy’ looked 
at me and said, ‘You look terrible; 
like you’d been out all night!’” 

Mr. Harris’ almanac of distress 
wasn't limited to a play-by-play ac- 
count of the verbal skirmishes that 
disrupted his domestic life with the 
blond divorcee who had been his 
client. 

As read to the court, it also 
itemized 23 unwifely actions- com- 
mitted from March 3, 1945~—-less than 
a month after the wedding-—when he 
said she pullé@ his hair and hit him 
on the head, to March 1, 1947, the 
day he claimed she all but ran him 
down with his own automobile. 

According to his record, it was 
March 15, 1946, that she began to talk 
about his death. That was the day, he 
said, she remarked, “People said I 
married a fine fellow. What a laugh! 


I would love to see you die. I am go- 

ing to get rid of you!” é 
The next morning, he averred, she 

added, “I hope you get killed today. I 


hate you!” And on June 14, he 
charged, she sent him off to the of- 
fice with the cheery observation, “I 
hope the next time I see you will be 
in the morgue.” 

On November 18 it was double 
pneumonia she wished on him. But 
by the following January she seems 
to have changed her mind.when—he 
noted—she said, “Any kind of death 
would be too good for you.” 

Like most lawyers, Myron prefers 
his facts in black and white. They 
show up better in court. He never 
wasted any time in getting them on 
paper, either. 

According to “Buffy” he’d hardly 
slipped the band on her finger before 
he began to jot down every item that 
might be construed as cruelty. 

Whenever they had an argument, 
or she did anything that displeased 
him, he would solemnly transcribe 
the “evidence.” 

“Buffy,” on the contrary, trusted 
to memory. And her memories of 
marriage with Myron are _ studded 
with incidents that never rated note- 
book space from him. They go back 
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to the days of their engagement when 
he hired a detective to shadow her, 
‘and to the time he bought her a wed- 
ding ring in Chinatown for $2.10. 

Then there was the day he pinned 
her to the wall, according to her com- 
plaint, shoved his knee against her 
and said, “I could knee you to death.” 

On another occasion, she remem- 
bered, he pressed his thumb into the 
hollow of her throat and warned her, 
“Some day you'll force me to go just 
a little further.” 

But it was not until February 13, 
1947, that “Buffy” decided she had 
enough. That was the night some 
guileless musician played “The End 
of the Trail” on the radio. With the 
last. strains of this selection, she al- 
leged, Myron turned a gun on her, re- 
marking, “This is the end of the trail 
for you.” 

Taking him at his word, she ran 
to the bathroom and locked the door, 
Then “while he roared his denuncia- 
tions,” she “emerged into the night 
through the window and fled in my 
nightgown, never to return.” 

Just to be sure she wouldn’t forget 
him, said Mrs. Harris, her husband 
hired detectives who led her a “fish- 
bowl” life and tried to date her. 

The court had her word that she 
and her husband lived together while 
they were waiting for the State Judi- 
cial Council to import an “impartial” 
judge. Because Myron is the son of 
the presiding judge of the Alameda 
County Superior Court where the 
case was heard, Superior Judge Stan- 
ley Mosk was brought up from Los 
Angeles to decide which contestant 
was entitled to the divorce, 

In awarding the decree to Myron, 
Judge Mosk held that “Buffy” had 
abused her husband more than his 
“penurious” nature deserved. 

The court decided that “Buffy” 
was entitled to only $5,000 of her hus- 
band’s $175,000 bankroll—and to none 
of the money in their joint account. 
She accepted this latter ruling with a 
smile. Her husband, she said, was 
welcome to the balance of $1.85 in 
their one-time mutual fund.

NEW drug, the equal, and in 

some conditions superior tv, 

morphine as a, “pain killer,” 
and which also gives great promise 
of aiding in the prevention and treat- 
ment of narcotic addiction, is about 
to come into general medical use in 
this country. 

The drug was brought out of Ger- 
many in 1945, where it was widely 
used during the war under the name 
of Amidone. 

This preparation has been under 
intensive medical and laboratory in- 
vestigations in this country, and the 
Federal Security Agency has sug- 
gested the name Methadon. 

The drug will be available to medi- 
cal practice—-when certain investiga- 
tions are completed—under diverse 
proprietary names, Methadon also 
An-148 (Abbott), Dolophine  (Fli 
Lily), Adanon (Winthrop Chemica!). 

Authorities, who have been experi- 
menting with the drug, agree that it 
_€an be substituted for morphine. 
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It has been suggested Methadon may 
be useful in stopping addiction to 
morphine, cocaine and other opiates. 

A report of one case indicates what 
may occur. The patient was trans- 
ferred from morphine to the new drug. 
Even when morphine was taken com- 
pletely away from him, he apparently 
showed no “withdrawal symptoms” 
such as yawning, weeping, tremors, 
goosefiesh, restlessness, loss of 
weight and appetite, anxiety, and di- 
gestive and heart disturbances. 
Methadon provided the needed crutch 
to bear the abstinence from mor- 
phine. Then, at the: proper time, 
Methadon too was withdrawn. 

There was hardly any discomfort 
from the withdrawal of the new 
chemical, which indicated that the 
addiction was practically buoken. 

However, Methadon does not pro- 
duce the “euphoria,” the feeling of 
exaltation which comes to the addict 
from cocaine or other narcotics. Its 
beneficial effect, from the viewpoint 
of addiction, is derived from its pain 
relieving properties. 


The drug is regarded as “habit 
forming to a degree,” by German as 
well as American investigators. 

But apparently, there's some dif- 
ference between the mild habit form- 
ing of the new drug and the persis- 
tent addiction to other narcotics. 

At the University of Michigan, 
Drs. L. A. Woods and M. H. Seevers 
had a group of monkeys which had 
become advanced morphine addicts. 
When they were deprived of their 
dope, the animals suffered terribly. 
Then they were given a preparation 
of Amidone. This fully relieved the 
morphine abstinence symptoms. Sub- 
sequently even this drug was taken 
away, but the monkeys now. lived 
normally. 

When a patient has never been a 
morphine addict, the tendency to- 
wards addiction from the use of the 
new drug is so much less than from 
consumption of morphine that they 
seem widely different pain killers. 

At the Mayo Clinic, Drs. Allen A. 
Gentling and John S. Lundy used 
Methadon (Abbott, AN-148) for about 
six months on 106 patients, suffering 
from a wide variety of diseases. 

At least two of these patients had 
received “exceptionally large quan.- 
tities of the drug, but no tendency 
to addiction has been observed,” the 
physicians say in their report, pub- 
lished in “The Proceedings of the

Staff Meeting of the Mayo Clinic.” 

The German physician, whom the 
American investigators E. C. Kleid- 
erer, J. B. Rice, V. Conquest and J. 
H. Williams, questioned about Ami- 
done, said that in his practice (100 
cases of major surgery) there was 
no case in which addictioh to the 
drug had developed, although cocaine 
and morphine addicts were success- 
fully transferred to Amidone. 

In this country, Methadon has been 
used in all sorts of surgical and 
medica! cases, especially when good 
muscular relaxation was not required, 
and pain relief has been dramatic. 

One woman was expecting a child 
in twe months, when she suffered a 
ruptured appendix. There was im- 
mediate danger that the baby would 
be born prematurely, for she had 
given birth to premature babies pre- 
viously. Labor pains had started. 
Two tablets of the new pain killing 
chemical were fed to her, with relief 
of pain. A few more tablets were 
given. All pain vanished. Prema- 
ture delivery was prevented. 

Dr. Elizabeth B. Troxil, of the 
University of Minnesota, reports that 
in a series of 300 patients fully 85 
per cent were relieved of pain of all 
types, and only 15 per cent suffered 
from the kind of discomfort which 
is caused, in sensitive persons, by 
morphine—-dizziness, dryness of 
mouth, nausea, loss of memory, 
stupor. The favorably affected ma- 
jority of patients said that the new 
drug “was as good or better than 
morphine and isonipecaine (a cocaine 
relative).” 

In potency, as a reliever of pain, 
the new chemical is three to ten 
times more effective than Demerol 
(a synthetic “substitute” for opiates). 

It is inferior to morphine and 
Demerol in relieving childbirth pain, 
although it can be used in combina- 
tion with barbiturates and other 
drugs to produce the desired effect. 

Despite the new. promise given by 
Methadon, neither this chemical, nor 
Demerol nor any other pain allaying 
drug can be regarded as completely 
“safe,” from the viewpoint of addic- 
tion. At present, it is listed among 
narcotics or potentially habit or addic- 
tion forming substances. 

But experience with thousands of 
cases, which remain to be treated, 
may show that it is the safest narcotic 
drug yet produced. Chemists, how- 
ever, are still seeking to develop 
better pain killers—substances which 
would abolish suffering without any 
tendency to addiction.

An outstanding 
prospect at the age of two, 
when he carried the eton 
brown and *blue of Harry 
Payne Whitney to victory in 14 of 
his 20 starts, Tippety Witchet was 
still going strong 12 years later. 

By then he had said “howdy” to 
the starter just 266 times, and when 
his speed was exhausted he continued 
to serve the turf as a lead pony, 
escorting horses to the post. . 

Tippy earned $88,421, heavy shek- 
els in those days but a bag of beans 
as compared to Assault’s financial 
prowess. Yet he won his the hard 
way—on all sorts of tracks and in 
every brand of weather as he came 
down to the judges 78 times. 

In his 11th year when he failed to 
score a single win, it seemed as if 
old Father Time was catching up with 
him. Actually Tippety Witchet was 
only stopping to catch his breath. 
A year later he annexed 12 sets of 
brackets out of 42 starts, just-to rock 
Daddy Time back on. his heels. 

Dr. Clark was contemporaneous 
with Tippety Witchet, and between 
them (both sons of Broomstick, by 
the way) they had more iron than a 
carload of raisins. 

In over-all activity the Doctor was 
only a single start away from his 
brother with 265 starts and 44 wins. 

Certainly the thoroughbred of to- 
day, when compared to such old war 
boats of the past, must be rated hot 
house plants of the animal world. 

When Seabiscuit stepped up to the 
starting gate 35 times in his two-year- 
old form, a vociferous cry arose that 
he was on the verge of ruination. 
Cold figures reveal just the opposite. 
In his juvenile form he won $12,510; 
his final tabulation of 89 starts raised, 
his finances to $437,730. 

Under today’s standard of values 
Seabiscuit rates as an “iron horse”; 
matched against Seth’s Hope with 327 
starts, Scimitar with 238; Irene’s Bob 
with 237 or the temperamental Care 
Free with 227, he emerges as some- 
thing of a “softy,” leading an inactive 
and sequestered life. 

The iron in thoroughbred veins is 
not always measured by the total of 
his starts in competition. Al Tarn’s 
Rushaway attracted headlines a few 
years ago in achieving the apparently 
incredible feat of winning two Derbies

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in two days at widely separated racing 
centers. He drove to victory in the 
Aurora Derby, was loaded into a van 
and the next day found the payoff 
station in the Latonia Derby. 

Ed Corrigan, the “Master of Haw- 
thorne,” once sent out his steel-ribbed 
Winslow to accomplish the even more 
remarkable task of winning the first 
race of the day on the flat and the 
seventh race .over the steeplechase 
course. Unlike Seabiscuit, Winslow 
had not been raced at all until he was 
four years old, but averaged 10 wins 
a year for his next four seasons. 

Steeplechase horses are usually 
horses who have lost their speed or 
zest for going on the flat, and trickle 
into this hazardous sport in a final 
despairing effort to add to their 
master’s bankroll. Actually, they have 
a much easier time of it than their 
cousins on the skinned course. 

Lack of opportunity is a dominant 
factor in this, rather than unwilling- 
ness of their owners to campaign 


them. A race every one or two weeks, 
if that often, is their assignment. 

Grand Vedette would have consid- 
ered such an existence definitely on 
the pale side. He was once entered 
in the first and last races on an all- 
steeplechase program at United 
Hunts, and won both starts. 

Of all “iron horses” and durable 
dobbins, Sidney Lucas is generally 
accorded the palm. He thrilled race- 
goers of the mauve decade as much 
by his courage as by his consistency. 
The latter was reflected in victories in 
the American Derby and other classics 
of the season; the former by his 
debut in the role of iron horse as a 
two-year-old when he ran in and won 
two races in a single day. 

It is a record which still stands 
among the youngsters. Later, at old 
Washington Park, he won a mile and 
an eighth handicap one afternoon, 
rested overnight and was entered in 
two races the following day, show 
ing his iron stamina by winning 
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one and being narrowly necked out 
in the second. 

Probably the fact Tom McC was 
named after a politician accounts for 
his own long-winded habits. Tom 
won an afternoon race at Aqueduct, 
and the same night a contest at Mas- 
peth. It was a day in which there 
were no horse vans, so Tom McC 
walked the long ten miles to Mas- 
peth where he romped to his victory. 

In its early days Agawam Park 
had less than 150 horses stabled on 
the grounds, due to some doubt as 
to the financial stability of the racing 
organization. In this emergency the 
horse, Nealon Kay. stepped into the 
breach. 

To help fill the daily races this 
“Old Ironsides” of the turf appeared 
in the entries every day for an entire 
week, winning three races. Back in 
the ’80s another horse, Aloha, ac- 
complished a more impressive feat in 
winning three races on successive 
afternoons. 

The day of the iron horse, with 
rare exceptions, is past. Assault with 
his 28 starts has stepped into the 
aluminum shoes of George De Mar; 
the high money winner succeeds the 
honest and game hard-hitting plater. 

No longer are horses permitted, 
under racing rules, to be entered in 
two races in a single day, unless one 
of these be a handicap or stake, and 
even then he must be scratched from 
one event by post-time. 

Perhaps this rule is for the best. 
Back in 1914, Vreeland, the Canadian 
wonder horse, won two races in one 
day at Toronto. The next morning 
he was dead of a ruptured heart.

HE aging Princess Hatzfeldt von Wildenburg

been referred to as The Cinderella Girl. And 
there are points of similarity. 

“As I recall, her coach was drawn by mice; 
mine was drawn, you might say, by a fleet of 
American railway locomotives. 

“The original Cinderella caught her Prince 
Charming because her foot fitted a glass slippes. 
I caught mine because I had five million American 
dollars that fitted the pressing needs of the late 
Prince Francis Hatzfeldt von Wildenburg. 

“T never had a giass slipper but at a fancy 
dress ball given by dear Lady Barrymore I wore 
sandals—with diamonds set in the straps!” 

The audience waited attentively. The princess 
yawned and continued: ' 

“Tell, me, what happened to Cinderella after 
ste caught her Prince Charming?” 

“She lived happily ever after—-according to the 
story book,” one young man answered. 

“Ah,” sighed the princess, “there the similarity 
ends. I seemed always to have the power of 
twisting men around my little finger—-but the 
power didn’t. bring me happiness, for long.” 


LAIRE PRENTICE, better known as Clara, 

who was to become a famous American bar- 
tered bride with her doing most of the bartering, 
actually began twisting men around her little 
finger a couple of years after her birth in Sacra- 
mento, Calif. 

Her father was Edward Prentice, a struggling 
grocer who lost his life in a flood while Clara 
was still in the toddling stage. 

Clara was told he had gone away on a visit.

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father come back,” Mrs. Prentice said. “Every time 
the door opened she was sure it was her daddy. 

“When Mr, Huntington first came to see us, 
the baby stretched out her hands as the door 
opened and ran to him, crying: 

sé ‘Papa! Papa!’ ’? 

That act was to insure Clara’s future. 

Collis P. Huntington at that time, the 1860s, 
was just starting his climb to fame and fortune 
as a railroad baron and developer of California. 
He had married the sister of Mrs. Edward Pren.- 
tice, but no children had arrived. 

Clara, the toddler, was a beautiful baby, with 
two huge sparkling eyes her greatest assets. 

Collis Huntington took her in his arms at 
the first meeting, and went home to tell his 
childless wife: . : 
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“TI want that baby. Do you suppose her mother 
would give her up?” 

It so happened that Clara’s mother would 
give her up, regretfully, but as an economic 
measure. There were four other children in the 
family, and the widow was hard pressed to feed 
and clothe them. Although adopted by Uncle Col- 
lis, Clara would still be in the family, so to speak. 

The process of spoiling the beautiful child 
got under way immediately. Imperious was the 
word for Clara, even in her pigtails. 

Her beauty increased with the Huntington 
fortune and both became internationally known. 

Clara made her debut, looked over the field 
of suitors in America, and decided to go shopping 
for a title. The tour led to Homburg, fashionable 
watering place, where Prince Francis Hatzfeldt 


von Wildenburg became interested in her, 

The primce-was homely, even by Continental 
standards of those days, but he owned one of 
the best titles money could buy. His family held 
the greatest offices in the German Empire and 
an uncle was then German Ambassador in London. 


RANCIS could have married royalty, without 

any trouble, but his royal acquaintances didn’t 
have any more money than he possessed, which 
was none. He had gambled away his fortune and 
had lost as much as 500,000 marks on one card. 

The prince was ready to talk business before 
the trip to the altar, and arranged an interview 
with his prospective father-in-law, Huntington. 

The railroad baron made what he considered 
a magnanimous gesture,

“Well, Prince,” he said. “I have decided to 
settle $3,000,000 on you young people. What do 
you think of that?” 

The prince adjusted his monocle. 

“IT think,” he replied, “the sum is insufficient. 
My estates and position cannot be properly main- 
tained unless I can control the income from 
$5,000,000——at least.” 

“You'll not get it from me,” Huntington roared. 
“Three million is the limit. Take it or leave it!” 

“I leave it,” said the prince, firmly but with 
a tinge of regret in his voice. “And I must with- 
draw my offer of marriage.” 

“Withdraw and be damned, Sir!” 

The engagement was broken, but not for long. 

On her 14th birthday, Clara had learned for 


the first time that Huntington was not her real 
father and the knowledge had increased her power 
over the multimillionaire. 

He seemed to live in fear that she would re. 
nounce him and his household. After his stormy 
session with the prince, Huntington was given the 
cold, silent treatment by the imperious Clara for 
a few days. Then he wilted. 

She insisted he settle $5,000,000 on the prince, 
with another huge but undisclosed sum to be 


.given to her exclusively. 


She married her prince Oct. 28, 1889, at St. 
Wilfred’s Chapel, Brompton Oratory, in London 
and the couple went to live at Hatzfeldt Castle, 
Shoenstein-on-the-Rhine, the ancestral estate. 

The new princess wasn’t happy in Germany. 


For one thing, there were too many princesses 
running arouhd the country and she became lost 
in the shuffle. 

Then, too, she was practically a prisoner in 
her castle. Her husband dictated her every move, 
something that Clara couldn't tolerate. 

She moved to London—and the’ prince, having 
lost the first instalment of the five millions at 
the gaming tables, followed her and her purse. 

Some of Clara’s dreams came true in the 
London of the Gay ‘’90s. King Edward enter- 
tained her frequently, although her husband was 
not invited. His frequent law court appearances 
resulting from gambling debts and other obliga- 
tions kept him in the dog-house outside the gates 
of Windsor Castle and Buckingham Palace, and 
smart London town houses. 

Princess Chara became the queen of society, 
and eVen dressed the part. At Lady Barrymore's 
fancy dress ball she elected to appear as Queen 
Esther, the favorite of Xerxes. 

Her gown was reported as having cost $4,000, 
without the diamonds, emeralds and rubies that 
were accessories. She wore a rvpe of pearls 
1S feet in length. 

Mayfair gasped when she lifted the hem of 
her gown to reveal that she wore no stockings. 

But the feet which had carried her across the 
splintered floor of a California kitchen to greet 
the “papa” who was to make her fortune, weren't 
exactly bare. They were clad in those celebrated 
sandals that had straps studded with diamonds 
worth several thousand dollars. 

Next day the princess gave away the costume, 
except for the pearl lariat. 

All of that extravagance ate into her personal 
fortune and the. prince was no help in financial 
matters. He didn’t improve the situation by visit- 
ing the historic New York race track at Saratoga. 


HE Hatzfeldt purse was nearly flat when Collis 

P. Huntington died. Everybody conceded that 
Clara would receive several million dollars. 

Instead, the rail king’s will ordered that she 
be given a sum in the neighborhood of $1,000,000. 

“It leaves me a pauper, practically,” cried 
Clara, the imperious. “I’m his daughter—adopted 
or® natural, it makes no difference. I will con- 
test the will.” 

In her preliminary steps she didn’t get too 
much support from her mother in the matter of 
the adoption proceedings. When Clara became 
a princess, she shunted her mother into the 
background. 

A search of court records. in Sacramento failed 
to reveal the adoption papers. 

After Clara had threatened all sorts of “ex- 
posures that will shock the nation,” a settlement 
was announced by Huntington’s widow and ‘his 
nephew, Henry E. Huntington. It was reported 
Clara received $6,000,000 as full payment. 

Prince Francis chuckled gleefully at the pros- 
pect of having the Hatzfeldt coffers refilled, but 
he didn’t live long enough to give the gambling 
resorts an opportunity to get much of the newly 
found wealth. He died Nov. 4, 1910. 

The princess retired into semi-obscurity, for 
her. At least, there were no more diamond stud- 
ded sandals. 

Clara managed to remain imperious and vVive- 
cious until the middle of December, 1928. Then 
she was forced to bed in her suite in London's 
swank Berkeley hotel, where one of her last 
visitors was United States Ambassador Houghton. 

She died on December 17, and a curious world 
speculated as to the way her will would dispose 
of her fortune. When the terms were announced, 
there were gasps in Europe and angry outbursts 
in America. 

The gasps were occasioned by the announce- 
ment that she had left less than $2,000,000—and 
the bulk of this went to an Englishman, Com- 
mander Claude Champion de Crespigny of the 
British navy. 

The angry outbursts came from the princess's 
nephew, Edwin Whitman Prentice of San .Fran- 
cisco, who started court action charging “fraud 
and undue influence.” He said he was on very

friendly terms with his aunt and couldn't under- 
stand why she had forgotten him in her will. 
But there was no sensational court battle; no 
clenched hands across the sea. Claude Champion 
de Crespigny did not have to emulate his ancestor 
and give battle to those who dared question the 
integrity and motives of the Princess Hatzfeldt. 
The suit was settled amicably, it was reported, 
with divers claimants getting various amounts 
of the money. Money that Clara’ Prentice, the 
Cinderella girl, had earned at the age of two by 
greeting her uncle with the title: :

If it seems to him that he hears, 
quite sharply, the click of the ham- 
mer as it falls on a cartridge which 
fails to explode, and again and again 
this click, it can be understood. 

The pistol click and hammer glint 
not long ago were real. Dr. Magary 
saw and heard. It was then, in his 
Brooklyn, N. Y., home, that he, at 
69, risked his life to defend his 
40-year-old wife. He was unarmed;

As it turns out, the brief violence 
of those few moments, so unforeseen, 
has a double significance. It re- 
vealed him then, by. common stan- 
dards, a hero. Now; inthe quiet 
Study, which seems mellowed by a 
scholar’s years of work and alive 
with his contemplation, he’ emerges 
as a cool philosopher. 

“Why, of course, I’m not a hero,” 
he said a little while ago... “It's 
Simple to prove. Impulse isn’t hero. 
ism. It isn’t even courage.’ 

He stood beside his preat flat- 
topped desk. It was crowded by books 
as different as the Biblia Hexaglotta 
(the Bible in six tongues: Hebrew, 
Greek, the Latin Vulgate, English Re- 
vised Version, German and French), 
Willie Hoppe on “Billiards,” the his- 
torical works of: Tacitus and Bos- 
well’s “Johnson.” 

His giance roved the four walls, 
books to the ceiling. 

“I didn’t learn this, about cour- 
age, out of anything between covers,’ 
he ‘said.

(It was a German gun, a .22 
caliber automatic, which had been 
loaded with American cartridges 
which didn’t fit it.) 

Then, as the minister, with golf 
club raised, reached him, the fugitive 
gave up, and waited until the police 
came. 

He was George Smith, 20, of 
Brooklyn, he said, and later when he 
pleaded guilty to burglary and to 
assault on the minister and his wife, 
he was sentenced to serve 25 to 50 
years in prison. 

“We never heard of him before,” 
Dr. Magary said in his study the other 
day. “Perhaps he merely saw the 
open window and climbed up.”

You can’t account for courage, in the 
common use of the word. It seems 
to be impulse.”

HO gets that nickel you dropped in the 
juke box in that candy store, restaurant 


or saloon? How is that nickel--one of 
the estimated 9 billion, 600 million nickels spent 
a year in 450,000 juke boxes divided’ 

Perhaps you think your favorite singer, or- 
chestra, composer and lyricist receive a generous 
share of each one of these billions of nickels. If 
so, you're wrong. 

Actually, except for a pittance on the initial 
sale of each recording or disc, all those nickels are 
divided (not always equally) between the saloon 
or restaurant owner or ice cream parlor boss and 
the operator (and owner) of these juke boxes. 

No one has ever seen a poor juke box owner- 
operator. They are legion, well organized, and 
controlled in the main by higher up gentlemen 
who allocate the territories and whose names often 
enough appear in the news columns as wealthy 
fellows and who sometimes are linked with race 
tracks, gambling places, almost every racket. 

It was testified at recent public hearings be- 
fore a sub-committee of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee that the juke box industry gleans in the 
neighborhood of $480,000,000 annually. Juke box 
owners dispute this—not too emphatically. 

The man who turns out these glittering, 
jangling, nickel-gouging contraptions called juke 
boxes, but better known in the trade as phono- 
graphs, is naturally called the manufacturer. 
Exercising considerable discretion he sells to a 
No. 2 man in the set-up—the distributor. 

This is the man who knows his way around 
but never walks into anyone else’s territory except 
for social visits. 

The distributor in turn sells the boxes to 
special “clients” known as “operators.” The 
operator places the boxes where. he pleases or 
where he is told to place them. Some saloons 
have to fight for juke boxes, others take them 
whether they want them or not. 

The operator then goes out to buy his record- 
ings. He gets them wholesale. Let’s say he buys 
a 75 cent record for 49 cents wholesale. He puts 
that in his juke box. Many recordings will run 
200 or more times. ‘The average seems to be 
about 150 times. 

So the operator runs that record perhaps 150 
times, turns it over and plays the other side an- 
other 150 times. His original investment was 49 
cents. The 300 runnings net him $14.51 for one 
single record. 
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What about the composers and lyricists? How 
much do they get out of that single record? Well, 
they divide an average of 1's cents On the initial 
salc. That is all they get, no matter how many 
times that record is played at a nickel a throw, 

Say it runs 300 times. ‘The composer and 
lyricist share for the 300 runnings the very minute 
sum of .00005 of a cent. That team may have 
worked for months on that song. 

Around and around go the records, and in and 
in go the nickels and soon the collector comes 
around to Joe’s saloon. You may have seen him 
on a dull afternoon in your favorite cafe. 

He opens a nice compact metal box down below 
the records and an avalanche of coins cascades on 
the table top or the end of the bar. Actually, they 
are not all nickels, for there are dime and quarter 
slots on many machines. ~ 

He stacks them up neatly.on the bar. If the 
owner of the place has been a firm, smart man, 
with reasons for feeling self-confident, he has de- 
manded and receives a 50-50 split of this “take.” 
But the proprietors of many saloons and restaur- 
ants and other shops are induced, in one way or 
another, to accept as little as 25 per cent of what 
happens to be in that box. 

There may be a bit of juggling here and there, 
too. The collector may be a little broke this week, 
so he says there is only $45 in the box, whereas 
there may have been $55. Occasionally such a 
collector doesn’t come around to that spot any 
more. He’s gone—no one knows where. 

Your favorite singer or favorite band leader 
or solo musician doesn’t get a look at those 
nickels. He wouldn’t know how many there were 
anyway, for there is no registering device on the 
coin box. Your well known musician or singer 
has already received whatever his skill and busi- 
ness acumen demands, paid in cash “as against 
royalties”—none of which are paid by the men 
who own the noisy machines. 

All this, it seems, is because of a certain section 
of the acknowledgedly antiquated 1909 copyright 
law. There is a clause therein (written when the 
only thing similar to a juke box was the public 
play@r piano) which tells you in not too plain 
language that no royalties shall be paid to any- 
one from the piano player rolls. 

The Automatic Music Box Industry of America 
and its official publication, ‘““The Cash Box,” “The 
Confidential Weekly of the Coin Machine In- 
dustry,” is well satisfied with that clause.

But Fred Waring (who had a hand in organiz- 
ing the National Association of Recording Ar- 
tists), the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers (ASCAP) and other or- 
ganizations would like to have that clause deleted, 
and before very long. 

They would have the law rewritten so that the 
composers and lyricists would get a decent share 
each time every record is played. 

Bills are pending in Congress to make juke 
boxes “Public Performances for Profit.” Either 
there would be some kind of split or a monthly 
charge. “The Cash Box” calls it “an attempted 
$40,000,000 grab” which gives you some indication 
of the magnitude of the industry. 

James C. Petrillo came into the picture recently 
with his latest threat that by the end of the year 
1947 his union would make its own records. Ne 
one in the juke box trade is much disturbed by 
that threat. 

The Coin Box Industry is more interested in 
spending money to protect their rich racket. 
They've got it to spend, too, because you, and you, 
and you keep dropping in your juke box nickels 
for hours on end. 
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AM the fellow whose hands were

In the base hospital, they 
smoothed off my stumps. When they 
had healed sufficiently, they shipped 
me to Walter Reed Hospital in Wash- 
ington, D. C., where I was operated 
upon to remove more inches of my 
left forearm so that it could be even 
with the other. 

I always had wanted to go to 
college, but had been denied the 
opportunity, because my first duty 
was te support my mother. I was 13 
years out of high school, but that 
didn’t make.any difference to me. I 
was determined to catch up on my 
studies and to make the grade. 

I had always thrived on hard work 
from the day I began my paper route 
as a small kid in Cambridge, Mass., 
and later became a delivery boy for 
a chain store. Within six years they 
made me store manager. 

It was about that time that Pear! 
Harbor happened, and I enlisted. 

I ‘was shipped off to Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga. I attended the paratroop- 
ers demolition schools and was re- 
tained.as an instructor. Later, my 
division was moved to Camp Mackall, 
N. C., where’ we trained for airplane 
leaps. I made 51 of them. 

I wanted in the worst way to go 
across with my outfit, but orders 
were that I stay behind as instructor. 

While the fireworks were going 
on on the Normandy beach, there 
wasn’t any relaxation of training on 
this side.

When I handed the girl clerk the 
money for my ticket, she was 
speechless. couldn't help’ but 
stare. Everybody stared. 

They all wanted to say something 
but didn’t want to embarrass me. I 
didn’t know how to combat the situa- 
tion. It was tough. 

After a week of trying to escape 
the public, I decided to let them stare. 

I realize today that if I hadn’t lost 
my hands, probably I'd be working 
at some dull job making $35 a week. 
As it is, I have had the opportunity 
to make two motion. pictures, one 
for the army before I was dis- 
charged, and the second, “The Best 
Years of Our Lives.” 

The motion picture company paid 
me $500 a week for several months. 

But the best part of all was get- 
ting married while in Hollywood. I 


didn’t marry a movie queen. I mar- 
ried my childhood sweetheart, with 
whom I grew up in Cambridge. 

Her name was Russell, too. Rita 
Russell. We met in the third grade, 
but as unromantic as it must sound, 
we “discovered” each other over a 
pound of hamburger at the chain 
store where I was working after 
high school, nights. We didn’t see 
each other until I dropped over to 
see her brother. 

When Rita heard of my accident, 
she flew on to the hospital to see 
me. When I saw her understanding 
look, I knew then that she was the 
girl for me. 

We didn’t talk about marriage, be- 
cause I wasn’t ready for it. After 
weeks of depression, I came to Bos- 
ton to make some scenes for the 
rehabilitation film “Diary of a Ser- 
geant.” Then we talked of marriage. 

I told Rita quite simply that it 
would be a tremendous sacrifice for 
her. She replied that she couldn't 
think of it in terms of a sacrifice, 
that the only sacrifice she could con- 
ceive was for us to be parted.

“Why sure, Wan. Just what is the test?”

O’Donnell, curbing his inclination to laugh, 
watched while Wan, son of an aristocratic Shang- 
hai family who had come to the U, S. the year be- 
fore to attend Columbia, made the telltale test.

“Say, what is this all about?” his employer 
exclaimed.

O’Donne?l! tried to light- 
en Wan’s fears but soon saw 
that it'was futile. Centuries of 
superstition lay back of this be- 
lief, he realized. Unnumbered gen- 
erations of ancestors had fostered such 
myths. O’Donnell went to bed marvel- 
ing that a bit of stone could cause such 
terror in a modern youth. 
“Such an intelligent fellow, too!” he re- 
marked to himself. 

Ziang Sun Wan had come to this country with 
his brother, T. Li Wan. Aboard the same ship 
had been Dr. Ben Sen Wu, a friend of the family, 
en route to assume his duties at the Chinese edu- 
cational mission in Washington, D. C. As Dr. Wu 
knew that the brothers’ father was dead, and that 
their mother had not the means to support them 
in the United States, he made them promise to 
come to him if they ever needed help.

Without letting any 
of his fellow students know that he had so low- 
ered himself, he had answered a want ad, and 
gone to work for O’Donnell. The latter had been 
thoroughly satisfied with him, for Wan had 
proved a most efficient manservant. Moreover, 
he was friendly, honest and well bred. 

O’Donnell had good reason to reflect on all this 
the next evening. Wan had quit. 

He had left a note stating that circumstances 
had arisen which compelled him to resign. He 
had placed the cat’s eye in a drawer, he said, and 
went on to beseech O’Donnell to take extra spe- 
cial care of it lest further misfortune visit him 
than those already ordained. 

O'Donnell sought repeatedly to win Wan back, 
but failed. 

All this happened the middle of January, 1919, 
and less than a week later, on Jan. 21, Dr. Wu, 
undersecretary of the mission in Washington, and 
his two secretaries, Dr. C. H. Hsie and Dr. Theo- 
dore T. Wong, were found shot to death in the 
cellar of the mission. Almost immedciately a 
suspect developed, his name Ziang Sun Wan. 

The police asserted that a Chinese living near 
the mission had called there and been met at the 
door by Ziang Sun Wan. The latter had informed 
him, the police said, that the doctor and his aids 
were not at home. 

Shortly after the crime, the police continued, 
T. Li Wan had called at the Riggs National Bank 
with a check for $5,000, bearing Dr. Wu’s name. 
He had informed the cashier, it was said, that if 
there was any question as to the validity of the 
check, the bank should telephone the mission. 
The cashier, failing to get an answer, refused to 
cash the check, and T. Li Wan had departed. 
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Ziang Sun Wan was arrested in New 
York while composing a telegram of 
condolence to the family of Dr. Wu. 

He admitted that he had been at 
the mission for several days Being 
in poor health, he had summoned his 
brother to take care of him, but he 
had left the mission to go to a hotel 
when he saw that the mission was 
short-handed. As for having anything 
to do with the murders, he declared 
that Dr. Wu had always been most 
kind to him, and he couldn't have 
harmed him for anything in the world. 

T. Li Wan, also arrested, said he 
had gone to Washington to care for 
his brother, who had suffered a new 
attack of stomach trouble. He said 
he had left the hotel] to buy some fruit 
when he encountered two Chinese, one 

tall and the other short, who “made a fuss” over 
him, as though they knew all about him. 

“I never see them before and could not under- 
stand them because they come from extreme part 
of China,” he related. “We all speak broken Eng- 
lish to understand each other. ‘They want me to 
go somewhere with them. I say I have to return 
to my sick brother. 

“They leave me, but the next day when I want 
to buy tickets to New York I see them again. 
They call me over and again make fuss over me, 
at same time stating they want me to do favor by 
cashing check for them at a bank. So I get in 
taxicab and go with them to the bank. I have 
been in same trouble myself in strange places.” 

He said that when the cashier failed to cash 
the check for $5,000, he returned to the taxicab, 
where the larger of the two Chinese took back the 
check. ‘Then, said T. Li, he rejoined his brother at 
the station and they entrained for New York. 

In Washington, Ziang Sun Wan was grilled by 
relays. of questioners, and at the end of 11 days 
the authorities announced that he had confessed 
the murders. ‘They said the motive had been 
robbery, and that Wan had so planned the crime 
that he would be in Dr. Wu's office alone at the 
moment the cashier of the bank called about the 
check. However, he appeared to have been scared 
off by the Chinese who called at the mission, they 
declared. 

Result—Ziang Sun Wan was tried, convicted, 
and sentenced to death. 

Penniless, friendless, awaiting execution, his 
dire prophecy to O’Donnell seemed to be coming 
true with a vengeance. But at that juncture there 
came to his aid one who did not believe in an-

cestor worship, nor in the malevolent powers of a 
cat's eye. This person was the Rev. Peter J. 
O'Callaghan, a Catholic priest. 

Twelve years before, while stationed in Chi- 
cago, Father O'Callaghan had interested himself 
in the case of Herman Billik, doomed for six mys- 
terious murders, ‘The priest had won a life sen- 
tence for Billik, and 10 years later a pardon. Now 
he was in Washington, and again he became inter- 
ested in a condemned man. 


E talked over the case with lawyers, officials, 

and prominent citizens, Finally he enlisted the 
aid of John W. Davis, former ambassador to Great 
Britain and one of the nation’s most distinguished 
attorneys. AS a consequence of all this, the de- 
fense won delay after delay, and finally, in Octo- 
ber, 1924, the U. S. Supreme Court granted a new 
trial, holding that the so-called confession had 
been obtained by illegal methods. 

Justice Louis Brandeis, reviewing the case, had 
this to say: 

“On the eighth day [of questioning] the super- 
intendent of police returned to his home appar- 
ently exhausted. One of the detectives had fallen 
asleep. To Wan not a moment of sleep was 
allowed. On the ninth day, at 5:20 a. m., Wan was 
taken from the mission to the station house and 
placed formally under arrest. ‘There the interro- 
gation was promptly resumed. 

“Again the detectives were in attendance day 
and ¢vening, plying their questions, arguing with 
the prisoner and urging him to confess lest his 
brother be deemed guilty of the crime. Still the 
statements secured failed to satisfy the detectives’ 
craving for evidence. 

“On the tenth day, Wan was again taken to the 
mission, was again questioned, and there the 
whole thing was again talked of and enacted. On 
the eleventh day a formal interrogation was con- 
ducted at the station house by the detectives in 
the presence of a stenographer.” 

Obviously, said Brandeis, the accused man had 
been in torment. If such methods were used to 
persuade a person to sign a will, he said, the docu- 
ment would not stand in any court in the land. 

Another year passed by. By this time the 
“Cat's Eye Mystery” had become a cause celebre. 
It was even reported that the Chinese government, 
determined to have someone punished, had been 
spending much money to finance the prosecution. 

The second trial ended in a jury deadlock after 
24 hours’ deliberation. The jurors said they had 
voted 10 to 2 for an acquittal. 

The third trial took place in May, 1926, in a 
jam-packed courtroom. Before the issue went to 
the jury, opposing attorneys held the spotlight 
with six hours of oratory delivered by former Sen- 
ator A. Owsley Stanley of Kentucky, and Wilton 
J. Lambert, for the defense, and Major Peyton 
Gordon and George D. Horning for the prosecu- 
tion. The defense oratory caused many in the 
audience, men and women alike, to weep. 

“Come back with a verdict in seven-and-a-half 
minutes,” Lambert pleaded. “Don’t prolong this 
boy’s agony. Make up your minds you will do. 
your best to recompense him for the seven-and-a- 
half years of torture he spent in a felon’s cell!”

Senator Stan- 
ley, leaning over the jury box and looking search- 
ingly into each pair of eyes, told them that the 
prosecution’s aim was to “try out a new electrical 
experiment called ‘cooking Wan’.” 

The spectators shuddered, knowing that he 
was referring to the electric chair which had just 
been installed in the District jail. 

The jury filed out. They stayed out for 30 
hours. 

“Is there no hope of an agreement?” Judge 
Adolph Hoehling wearily asked the foreman, 
Emile Albrecht. | 

“I'm afraid not, Your Honor,” he replied. “We 
have given this case the most caréful and prayer- 
ful consideration, but we are utterly and ever- 
lastingly in disagreement. Both sides are firmly 
convinced, and nothing will ever change their de- 
cisions.” (It was learned that the final vote stood 
at 9 to 3 for acquittal.) 

Judge Hoehling had no recourse but to dis- 
charge the jury. 

That ended the third trial. Shortly thereafter, 
Wan was given his release, and Father O’Cal- 
laghan took him away to a rest farm.

carrying them out. The old- 
est, Diana, was six, Joan 
was four, Shirley two and 
Richard one.

MHalf-conscious 
from the fumes, she man- 
aged to drag the man into 
the open air. Then she col- 
lapsed and was rushed to a 
hospital to be treated for 
serious burns. 

The grateful Mr. Walker 
submitted her name to the 
founder of the NABFH, 
Roy D. Piel, of Chicago, a 
plant guard. 

‘Piel presented this evi- 
dence to the organization’s 
board of judges, otherwise 
known as Engine Company 
No. 57 of the Chicago Fire 
Department, and they 
awarded Mrs. Bannister its 
highest citation. 

The association was start- 
ed by Piel and. his two sons, 
Harold, 29, and William 
Leroy, 25, as a memorial to 
Mrs, Piel, who was fatally 
prostrated during the war 
by news-that William Leroy 
had been shot down over 
Europe while on a bombing 
mission. ’ 

Mrs. Piel died before she 
learned that her son was 
safe. 

Out of her household al- 
lowance, the mother had 
saved a little money. When 
the nickels, dimes and quar- 
ters were .counted up, it 
amounted to $125. 

Casting about for a suit- 
able memorial, Mr. Piel 
suggested ‘an organization 
which would award cita- 
tions for authentic deeds 
of courage. The boys liked 
the idea. 

The $125 was used to 
print citation blanks, and 
the Piels began clipping 
newspapers for deeds of 
heroism. 

What prompted Piel to 
start the organization was 
something that happened 
when he was a cab driver.

“In the excitement I for- 
got about the kids in my 
cab until a woman rushed 
by screaming that her chil- 
dren were in the flames.

Two priests, Father Au- 
gustine R. O’Brien and 
Father Frank’ J. Keeley, of 
St. Michael’s Rectory, Mi- 
chael, Ill.> were.the first 
clergymen honored by the 
organization. 

When a fire broke out in 
the St. Michael dormitory, 
the priests woke up the 17 
underprivileged boys sleep- 
ing in the building and led 
them to safety. 

Counting noses after they 
reached safety, the priests 
discovered that two lads 
were missing. Braving the 
flames to return to the bed- 
rooms, they found both 
panic-stricken and managed 
to get them out. 

Both priests went to the 
hospital suffering from 
painful burns. 

“Our only office is our 
home and the Engine Com- 
pany No. 57 firehouse,” he 
said. 

“We do it because we 
loved mother. We _ don't 
have a fancy stone for her, 
but I guess she’d be satis- 
fied with her memorial.”

First make a fish stock 
in the following way with 
about 2 lbs. of small fresh 
water fish. Wash and clean 
fish. Chop 2 onions, fry 
golden brown over low heat, 
in bacon fat, and when 
fried, add 2 tsps. of paprika. 
Put fish and fried onions in. 
to 2 qts. of water and sim- 
mer slowly for 1 hour. Then 
strain. 

Now take several kinds of 
fresh water fish: carp, 
shad, sturgeon, perch; or 
whatever is running. Clean 
thoroughly and cut in slices 
about 1% in. thick. Place 
the fish in layers in an 
enamel or earthenware cook- 
ing pot, alternating each 
layer of fish with a layer of 
sliced onions. Over these 
layers of fish and onion, 
pour the stock. Add: a lit- 
tle salt, 1 tbsp. paprika, 1 
cup dry white wine and 1 
bay leaf. Keep cover on pot 
and boil over very low flame 
about 1% hours, or until a 
skin forms on the top. 

Do not stir this brew, but 
move the pot gently now

ITHOUT a proper 

amount of sleep, no one 

can be healthy, and without 
health there’s no beauty, 

Experimenting with sleep, 
Dr. Nathaniel Klieit man, 
University of Chicago phy- 
siologist, found that lack of 
Sleep affected his 35 subd- 
jects like strong drinks. 
After two nights without 
sleep, subjects’ eyes were 
dry and irritated. They 
often saw double. There 
were deep circles ufider the 
eyes. Skin became parched- 
looking and gave way to 
wrinkles more easily. A 
peneral listless attitude 
which even affected the hair 
was noticeable, * 

In general, all subjects 
showed  hyperirritability 
and irascibility. Mild man.- 
nered persons became _ill- 
tempered. Hallucinations oc- 
curred. Coordination was 
seriously affected. 

So you see, unless the re. 
quired amount of sleep is 
obtained regularly, one’s 
level of accomplishment is 
lowered, his lack of coordi- 
nation makes him prone to 
accidents, his mental out- 
look and disposition are im- 
paired, and his general state 
of health is affected. 

In order to get the most 
benefit out of the hours de- 
voted to sleep; the experts 
advise setting the stage 
with the most restful con- 
ditions possible, 

First, have a comfortable 
bed. Muscle tension cannot 
be relaxed on a sleep foun- 
dation which sags or is 
lumpy. Proper rest depends 
to a great extent on level 
resilient mattresses and 
springs which will properly 
support the head and rest 
the neck muscles. 

Second, don't worry. Train 
your mind to dwell on the 
Pleasant things that have 
happened to you. Lock up 
uneasiness, anxiety and un- 
pleasantness in an obscure 
corner of your brain once 
the lights are out. Save 


your problems until morn- 
ing wien you are refreshed 
and clear-headed— you'll find 
that the solutions will be 
more quickly and easily 
worked out then. 

Third, use sheets and 
blankets that are long 
enough, and learn to make 
a bed correctly, with hos- 
pital-style corners. 

Fourth, don’t wear tight, 
binding nightclothes. 

Fifth, watch room tem 
perature and ventilation. 
Cool air tends to deepen 
sleep, provided the. feet and 
rest of the body are com 
fortably warm, Open win 
dows at both top and bot 
tom to allow free circula-. 
tion so that all the air in 
the room may be replaced 
at least 8 times an hour, but 
guard against a draft if 
you've a cold. 

Place your bed so 
you will not be in 
line of sudden cold 
that may zoom _ into 
room from time to time. 

Sixth, open the windows 
on the darkest side of the 
house, Place your bed so 
that possible light from the 
outside will not stream in 
directly on your face. 

Seventh, minimize the 
noise element. Even slight 
sounds raise y@ur blood 
pressure and affect the 
quality of your sleep. Room 
insulation will reduce noise 
to a minimum, heavy rugs 
absorb about 20 per cent, 
and window mufflers help, 
too. 

Kighth, manage to work in 
some physical exercise dur- 
ing the day. 

Ninth, indulge in a half 
hour or so of mild recrea 
tion before bedtime. 

Tenth, take a tepid-——not 
hot—hath. Sitting in a tub 
of lukewarm water is de. 
lightfully relaxing.

Dry Curtains Properly 


URING drying, curtains 
Should be kept as 
straight as possible. If you 


.do not have a _ stretcher, 
there are other ways of 


keeping curtains straight 
and in shape while they 
are drying. If they are 
made of a closely woven 
fabric, hang them straight 
across the line and square 
the corners with gentle fin- 
gers. If the material is 
sheer, hang curtains at 
their full length and width 
from the upper rods and 
run a second rod through 
them to hold the bottom of 
the -curtain in place. Use 
only rustproof rods for this 
method. 


Pack Suitcase Correctly 


IRST wipe out the bag 

with a cloth which has 
been slightly dampened 
with cologne. Pack lghtly, 
do not stuff. Slip small jars 
into toes of socks, and put 
the socks into slippers. Jars 
from the five and ten cent 
store make fine, space- 
saving containers. 


Put heavy objects near 
back hinges to avoid slid- 
ing when luggage is closed. 
Pack bottles with tops 
toward handles. Seal lotion 
and perfume bottles with 
colorless nail enamel. 

Button up all clothing, 
cross the sleeves, and try 
to‘imit yourself to one fold. 
For daisy-fresh, wrinkle- 
less clothing, remove all 
wrinkles before packing, 
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don’t crowd your bag, and 

place stockings, lingerie, or 

tissue paper along folds. 

Tip scissor points and 
sharp objects with adhesive 
tape. Put what you will 
need first on top. When 
packing dresses on hanvers, 
place longest dresses at the 
rear. Pack trousers by lay- 
ing waistbands in alternate- 
ly oppostte directions. And 
lastly, don’t put soiled cloth- 
ing next to leather. 

Iron Rayon Blouse Easily 
HE trick of making a 
crayon blouse look like 

new again affer it has been 
washed lies in paying at- 
tention to a few small de. 
tails in irohing. -For exam 
ple, best results will be ob- 
tained if you do not sprinkle 
your blouses but iron them 
before they are completely 
dry. You can avoid iron 
shine by always pressing on 
the wrong side, and you 
will lessen your chance of 
scorching if you test the 
iron on an, inconspicuous 
part of the blouse. If it 
sticks to the material, your 
iron is too hot. 

When pressing a blouse, 
start with the sleeves and 
shoulder, then do the body 
part, and lastly the collar 
or ruffle. In this way, you 
will crease the blouse as 
little as possible while 
working on it. Using a tail- 
or’s cushion will make iron- 
ing shoulders easier. It’s 
also a good idea to place 
buttons face down on a tail- 
or’s cushion or something 
soft before pressing over 
them on the wrong side. 
This helps protect the fab- 
ric under the button—and 
thus keeps buttons on long- 
er. When your blouse is 
all pressed hang it on a 
hanger until dry before you 
fold it or put it away.
